Hall talk about it, and the more 

the crack City Hall press corps re- 
ports on it, the more complicated — 
even insolvable — the ‘‘homeless prob- 
lem”’ seems to get. 

The latest episode centers on Camp 
Agnos, the homeless encampment in 
the park across the street from City 
Hall. Setting up camp on that par- 
ticular plot of ground may have been 
a tactical decision on the part of the 
politically active homeless. For many 
of those who are living in the park, 
though, the motivation was probably 
more simple: They had no place else 
to go. 

Either way, the outcome was predict- 
able. Politicians would rather not be 
reminded — every day, every time 
they walk into or out of their offices 
— that they are governing a city 
where lots of people have no place to 
sleep. To the politicians at 
City Hall, the homeless camp is some- 
thing even worse: tangible, unavoid- 
able evidence that the city government 
is not doing its job. 

The first response of local politicians 
is always to blame someone else. In San 
Francisco, a good Democratic city, the 
obvious targets for political finger- 
pointing are the Republican governor 
and the Republican president. 

And there’s no question about it: 
Deukmejian and Reagan/Bush have 
contributed mightily to the increased 
poverty and homelessness in the 
United States and have severely cut 
federal and state aid to cities. 

But blaming Sacramento and Wash- 
ington doesn’t help the folks sleeping in 
the Civic Center. The policies promoted 
by city officials over the past ten years 
have also contributed mightily to San 
Francisco’s homeless problems — and 
nobody at City Hall today is taking the 
sorts of steps that could begin to 
alleviate the problem. 

The problem, ultimately, is very 
simple: People are homeless because 
they don’t have any place to live. A 
certain number of the people who 
sleep in doorways, buses and parks 
have serious physical or psychological 
problems that prevent them from 
earning a living, and many of them 
can’t manage to get past the welfare 
bureaucracy to get the benefits to 
which they are entitled. 

But many, probably most of the 
homeless either have some form of in- 
come or are willing to get jobs. Many 
were working and living relatively 
normal lives not very long ago. 

But thanks to 20 years of Manhat- 
tanization, the destruction of thou- 
sands of low-rent residential hotel 
rooms and the city’s profound failure 
to control spiraling rents, a lot of 
working people (and a whole lot of 
people living on social security or wel- 
fare) are simply priced out of the 
housing market. 

City Hall could easily stop the 
destruction of low-rent housing — 
and do a lot more, too. If the devel- 
opers and speculators who have be- 
come rich off the plunder of San 
Francisco were forced to put even a 
fraction of their profits back into the 
community, for example, we could 
easily replace all the cheap housing 
we’ve lost over the years. 

But those folks aren’t so easy to 
push around.

Pier 39: Remember the I-Hotel 


liquor baron who sent his representatives 

before the San Francisco Planning Commis- 
sion in the late 1970s to tell us about all the wonder- 
ful things that would happen if only he could tear 
down the International Hotel and kick the elderly 
Filipino residents into the streets? 

Remember how the local lawyers and real estate 
agents managed to create nice-sounding corpora- 
tions like Four Seas Investment Company to keep 
the people of San Francisco from understanding 
just who it was who wanted permission to destroy 
the last vestiges of Manilatown without ever present- 
ing plans to replace the hotel or its low-cost housing 
with anything other than a hole in the ground? 

Remember how the Planning Commission and 
the Board of Supervisors, by refusing to demand 
full ownership disclosure, protected Supasit 
Mahaguna, the vicious, corrupt Godfather of 
Bangkok who wanted to get his money out of 
Thailand quick, and saw a piece of San Francisco 
real estate as a nice, safe haven? Remember what a 
disaster it became when Mahaguna showed his 
arrogance and contempt for the city and everybody 
in it by demolishing the I-Hotel and then leaving 
the site vacant for almost ten years? 

If that’s not enough to turn your stomach (or if 
your memory isn’t what it used to be), just 
remember the scandal of 212 Stockton Street, the 
building owned by the mysterious out-of-town in- 
vestor who hired local talent to do his dirty work, 
won a basketfull of favors from the Planning Com- 
mission — and turned out to be a dictator named 
Ferdinand Marcos who was looking for a place to 
hide the loot he stole from the Philippine treasury. 

Then remember this: Those are just the ones we 
know about. For years, wealthy out-of-town spec- 
ulators looking for a tax shelter, an offshore invest- 
ment haven or just a quick piece of cash have been 
buying up San Francisco real estate. We’ve argued 
time and time again that the state of California and 
the City of San Francisco need full disclosure laws 
for all property owners. 

But even without those laws, city officials often 
have the power to prevent the Supasit Mahagunas 
and Ferdinand Marcoses from taking secret profits 
out of San Francisco from questionable projects — if 
they are willing to use it. 

The obvious case in point is the Underwater 
World project, a glitzy commercial aquarium that 
a coalition of investors, including the Bass 
Brothers of Texas and a company called Questar of

New Zealand, wants to build at Pier 39. Among the 
investors listed on city and state records is a com- 
pany called ‘“‘Aquabay, Inc.’’ Who is hiding behind 
that name? Nothing in the public record shows. 

We do know this much: A subsidiary of Chron- 
icle Publishing Co. is an investor (see Bay Guard- 
ian, 7/5/89). That’s already a problem — the 
Chron, with an acknowledged interest in the proj- 
ect, is hardly unbiased in covering the controversy 
over it. In fact, the Chron (and its JOA partner, the 
Examiner) have largely blacked out the conflict of 
interest created by the role Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown has played as a private lawyer on 
Underwater World’s payroll who has introduced a 
bill in Sacramento that could help move the project 
along by buying off a key opponent. 

But who else is involved? Who stands to profit 
from the further exploitation and destruction of 
the San Francisco waterfront? How many of the 
investors actually live here, and how many are in- 
terested in the city only as a place from which to ex- 
tract wealth? Are there others — like the Chronicle 
— who have local political clout that can be 
brought to bear to win approval for the project? 

Is there a Supasit Mahaguna hiding in the 
plumbing? 

At its July 6th meeting, the Planning Commis- 
sion, to its credit, asked the Underwater World 
developers to produce the details of their agree- 
ment with the Academy of Sciences, which oper- 
ates Steinhart Aquarium and which had op- 
posed the project. That information should be in 
the public file by 5 pm July 13th. 

But there’s far more the city needs to know 
before the commission even considers approving 
this project. There is, of course, no legal require- 
ment that the Underwater World crew make public 
its full list of investors. But then, there’s no legal re- 
quirement that the Planning Commission give the 
aquarium developers a building permit. The com- 
missioners can, at their discretion, essentially reject 
any major project they believe is not in the interests 
of San Francisco. 

That’s quite a bit of leverage. The aquarium 
developers want the city to give them a license to 
make money? Fine: Let them tell us first where the 
money is going to go. 

The planning commissioners have a great op- 
portunity to set an important local, statewide and 
national precedent in the Underwater World case. 
What, in the name of Supasit Mahaguna, are they 
waiting for? 


The fate of the Presidio 


ITH THE cancellation of plans to make 
W Hunters Point the USS Missouri 

homeport and the decision to decommis- 
sion the Presidio Army Base, San Francisco may 
become one of the nation’s most important urban 
laboratories for peace conversion. By planning the 
Presidio conversion carefully, and by fully involv- 
ing the general public at all stages of the process, 
San Francisco can set an example for other areas 
where military bases are scheduled for closing. 

There are many visions for the future of the 

1,400-acre Presidio. Proposals already on the table 
include a Pacific Rim business center, an artists’ 
colony, a university campus, an undeveloped park 
and more. The fate of the Presidio may ultimately 
involve a compromise that includes components of 
many separate proposals. To make a wise decision, 
government officials and the public must begin im- 
mediately to weigh the pros and cons of each pro- 
posal and to establish the communication links 
that will help produce a consensus. 

For that reason, the Bay Guardian is pleased to 
co-sponsor ““The Fate of the Presidio Conference,”’ a 
day-long event on Aug. Sth, 9amto7 pm, at the Fort 
Mason Center. A partial list of sponsors includes:

Don’t condone repression 

In the wake of Congress’s recent vote to apply 
stiffer economic sanctions against China, the Bush 
Administration will undoubtedly be reiterating its 
position that such sanctions will only hurt the Chi- 
nese people. However, it is not the people with 
whom we trade; it is their government — a corrupt 
and self-serving government that would continue to 
enrich itself with further U.S. dollars; a government 
that has brutally and arrogantly demonstrated to the 
world how much it cares about its people. 

Bush may also tell us again that cutting off diplo- 
matic relations with China will strengthen the 
hard-liners and push back the moderates. How can 
this be? By this time every moderate in sight has 
been massacred, executed, imprisoned or purged. 
Even moderate thought and speech are now en- 
tombed within the insidious walls of propaganda 
and fear. The absolute power and control of the 
hard-liners cannot become more so. If this total- 
itarian stranglehold is to be broken, simple logic

Conservation cutback: 
California's utilities were once 
national leaders in conserva- 
tion efforts, but they were 
motivated more by fears about 
their ability to meet demand 
than by environmental con- 
cerns. Now that supply is 
relatively plentiful, the utilities 
are slipping — fast. A study 
released July 6th by the Na- 
tional Resources Defense 
Council shows that the amount 
of money the state’s four lead- 


ing utilities spend on conserva- , 


tion each year has dropped 50 
percent since 1984. 

That's bad news for two 
reasons: First, fossil-fuel 
power plants are responsible 
for approximately one-third of 
all toxic air emissions and are 
the largest source of carbon 
dioxide, which contributes to 
global warming. 

Second, it's cheaper to save 
energy than to run the power 
plant to produce that same 
energy. In 1985, conservation 
efforts resulted in savings of 
$840 million to California 
energy consumers. But the lev- 
el of savings has also dropped 
by 50 percent since 1984, 
the NRDC report states. 

According to Ralph 
Cavanagh, a NRDC senior 
Staff attorney who co-authored 
the report along with research 
associate Chris Calwell, 
neither the regulators at the 
California Public Utilities Com- 
mission nor the utilities them- 
selves ever consciously de- 
cided it was sound policy to 
cut back on conservation. The 
culprit, he said, is the way 
utilities are regulated. They 
are rewarded for a return on 
investments, so there is ab- 
solutely no financial incentive 
to. save. Other states have ex- 
perimented with changing the 
ratemaking formula to encour- 
age conservation. “This is the 
hottest single issue in utility 
regulation,” Cavanagh said. 

This hot issue has finally 
made its way to the California 
PUC, which will hold a day- 
long public hearing on it 
June 20th. 9:30 am, CPUC 
auditorium, State Build- 
ing, 505 Van Ness, SF. Info.: 
777-0220 (NRDC) or 557-0647 
(CPUC).

WANTED: A 
BLACK-OWNED 
SOUTH AFRICAN 
NEWSPAPER 


MANY PEOPLE are skeptical when they 
first hear about Taj Hargey’s plan, and 
that’s not terribly surprising: He wants to 
establish the first independent, black- 
owned newspaper in South Africa. 

But during a recent visit to the Bay Area 
to seek donations of money and computer 
equipment from Silicon Valley firms, 
Hargey told the Bay Guardian his idea 
is very much alive. ‘‘If we can get the do- 
nations we so desperately need for a com- 
pletely electronic publishing and printing 
system,”’ he said, ‘“‘then we can effect our 
own personal and political emancipation.”’ 

The newspaper, The Forum, would seek 
to minimize government interference by 
publishing the government’s positions as 
well as those of its opponents, Hargey 
said. ‘‘The racist position may be nonsen- 
sical,’’ he explained. ‘‘But it is a force that 
will have to be taken into account in 
discussion of South Africa’s future.’’ 

The Forum, to be published by a multi- 
racial anti-apartheid group of professional 
people called the Open House Welfare and 
Culture Society, would not be tied to any 
particular anti-apartheid organization. 
““We will be an open voice for all anti- 
apartheid factions,’’ Hargey said. Al- 
though blacks represent 90 percent of 
South Africa’s population, they do not 
own and operate a single daily or weekly 
newspaper. The New Nation, a Johannes- 
burg anti-apartheid weekly, is operated by 
blacks but owned and directed by the 
Catholic Church. 

Despite the difficulties, Hargey said he 
sees an independent black newspaper as 
crucial to the struggle against apartheid. 

“Apartheid continues for one major 
reason — ignorance,” he said. “People are 
kept in a state of deliberate ignorance. Un- 
less black people have full and unfettered 
access to local and international news cov- 
erage, they will remain shackled to those 
dehumanizing notions of inferiority and 
discrimination so subtly fostered and prop- 
agated by the South African government.”’ 

Hargey, an Oxford-educated university 
professor of Indian descent, refers to 
himself as ‘‘black,’’ as do most black, 
Asian and mixed-race South Africans. 
“Tt’s a matter of showing solidarity of the 
oppressed,’’ he explained. 

Hargey’s U.S. fundraising efforts 
have thus far achieved only minimal 
success. He said he has obtained some 
funds and some software, “‘but it is the 
hardware that is hard to come by.’”’ Some 
companies, he said, have interpreted laws 
that regulate trade with South Africa as 
prohibiting them from contributing.‘‘That’s 
not so,”’ argued Hargey. ‘The existing law 
is that American computers and computer 
products cannot be sold to the South 
African government, military, police or 
enforcing agency. We are none of these.”’ 

Firms have also said they are reluctant 
to donate computer equipment because 
they could not service it. Harvey countered 
that there are people in South Africa who 
could service the computers. 

In addition to seeking funds and equip- 
ment for the newspaper, Hargey has 
entered tentative agreements with univer- 
sities, including San Francisco State Uni- 


versity and Jackson State University in 
Mississippi. Junior and senior journalism 
students will work on The Forum for 
credit. In return, a few students from 
South Africa will receive scholarships to 
study journalism in the United States. 

“T am excited about this. It would be an 
experience for students to cover stories, 
develop sources and obtain a clearer 
perspective about what is happening in 
South Africa,’’ Hargey said. “It may help 
improve the quality of U.S. coverage of 
South Africa.’’ He said current U.S. 
coverage consists mostly of wire stories 
without any in-depth analysis. ‘‘If we have 
reciprocity among reporters, this would 
change,”’ he predicted.

WITHOUT 
BORDERS: 
ANARCHY 
IN THE SF 


AT A RECENT street protest, a reporter 
for one of the daily newspapers saw an A 
within a circle spraypainted on a car. He 
turned to another reporter to ask what the 
symbol meant. 

The circle-A has been the worldwide 
symbol of anarchists for decades, but still 
many people don’t know what it means. 
Others recognize the symbol but don’t 
know what anarchy means. That may 
change next week, when 1,000 or more 
anarchists stream into town to participate 
in Without Borders, the fourth annual 
anarchist conference. 

The flier for the event defines anarchy 
as “‘a self-governed society in which people 
organize themselves from the bottom up 
on an egalitarian basis; decisions made by 
those affected by them; direct democratic 
control of our workplaces, schools, neigh- 
borhoods, towns and bio-regions.... ”’ 

Anarchy has also been called ‘‘anti- 
authoritarian socialism,’’ ‘‘libertarian 
communism”’ and ‘‘decentralism.’’ 

Perhaps the most famous experiment in 
anarchism took place in Barcelona during 
the Spanish Revolution, but anarchists 
also have been active participants in 
American history — for example, in the 
mass demonstrations for an eight-hour 
day, that led to Chicago’s Haymarket 
riot on May 1, 1886. In the wake of this 
historic labor action, four anarchists were 
hanged on false charges. 

But anarchy is still often equated with 
chaos. Both Chinese hardliners and the 
U.S. press raised the specter of anarchy — 
meaning chaos — during the Tiananmen 
Square protests. 

Of course the difficulties of grassroots 
planning for a conference the size of With- 
out Borders don’t go far to dispel the 
chaos misconception. Although local anar- 
chists have been planning the conference 
for months, the conference site — Horace 
Mann Middle School — was only con- 
firmed last week. 

Organizers have still not decided on a 
policy for dealing with the media. At last 
year’s conference in Toronto, early media 
reports suggesting the anarchists were 
white supremacist skinheads caused the 
conference to lose one of its sites, and

several participants had difficulties cross- 
ing the border into Canada. 

Organizers, however, have achieved a 
lot through their process of decentralized 
decision-making. They have been able to 
find housing for hundreds of conference 
participants and have arranged for con- 
tributions of food to provide meals for 
conference participants. 

Registration begins July 19th, from 10 am 
to 9 pm, at Horace Mann Middle School, 
3351 23rd St. There’s no registration fee. 
Roughly 100 workshops and other events 
are scheduled from July 20th through 
25th. On July 23rd, folk singers U. Utah 
Phillips and Dakota Sid will perform at a 
benefit concert. 8 pm, Noe Valley 
Ministry, 1021 Sanchez, SF. $6-$8; $3-$4 
for conference participants. On July 26th, 
some participants will be in Berkeley for a 
“Day of Action” against homelessness.

LASSEN COUNTY 
SUPERVISORS 
FIGHT BROWN 
ACT CHARGES 


FOUR LASSEN County supervisors and 
one former supervisor have asked Modoc 
County Superior Court Judge Robert 
Barclay to prevent District Attorney 
William Scott from prosecuting them for 
alleged violations of the Ralph M. Brown 
Open Meetings Act. 

The Lassen County case marks the first 
time in the 36-year history of the state’s 
landmark open-meetings law that public 
officials have been charged with criminal 
violations of the act. 

The officials claim that Scott has a con- 
flict of interest in the case and should not 
be allowed to continue the prosecution. 

Barclay will rule on the case Aug. 4th. If 
he decides that Scott does have a conflict, 
the case will be forwarded to the attorney 
general, who does not seem interested in 
pursuing it. 

The five officials are charged with 
knowingly violating the open-meetings law 
when they voted in secret to grant a county 
employee a raise and to authorize the pur- 
chase of two new automobiles, one of 
which went to the employee as part of a 
“‘compensation package.”’ 

The five officials — Supervisors Hughes 
de Martimprey, Helen Williams, Gary 
Lemke and John Gaither and former 
supervisor Jack Jenkins — were charged 
by Scott on March 23rd. They could each 
face a maximum of six months in jail and 
as much as $2,000 in fines. 

Meanwhile, Scott has added an addi- 
tional charge — an agenda violation. 

Scott’s unprecedented move to file 
criminal charges could be all for nought if 
Barclay declares he is indeed in conflict. 

Alan Asby, press secretary for Attorney 
General John Van de Kamp, told the Bay 
Guardian it would be highly unusual for 
the state’s top law enforcement official to 
pursue a local Brown Act prosecution. “‘I 
very much doubt we ever prosecuted 
anyone for these sorts of [Brown Act] 
violations,”’ he said. 

On the other hand, if Judge Barclay 
rules that Scott can indeed go forward 
with his prosecution, legislative officials 
across the state may find themselves facing 


more aggressive local enforcement of the 
Brown Act. 

San Francisco District Attorney Arlo 
Smith — who is seeking the attorney 
general’s job in the 1990 election — has 
never made any move to prosecute Brown 
Act violations in the city. But the question 
persists: If they can do it up in tiny Lassen 
County, why can’t it be done here in great 
big San Francisco?

DO PUBLISHERS’ 
LOBBYING FUNDS 
VIOLATE FPPC 
CAMPAIGN LAWS? 


THE CALIFORNIA Newspaper Publishers 
Association may be in violation of the Fair 
Poltical Practices Commission regulations 
for failing to file as a “‘recipient committee”’ 
and to report the sources of its campaign 
contributions, according to a Sacramento 
weekly newspaper. 

The Capitol Weekly, which is circulated 
to the capitol press corps and Sacramento 
government bureacracy, raised the issue in 
a June 19th story by Publisher Ken 
Mandler. The story detailed CNPA’s con- 
tributions to various state legislators 
during the past five years. 

CNPA has been contributing to state 
legislators since 1984 — when it gave a 
total of $1,450 to four office holders’ com- 
mittees — and has continued to do so 
through the beginning of this year, accord- 
ing the Capitol Weekly. Contributions 
totaled $7,610 in 1988. 

The best-known method lobbying or- 
ganizations use to make campaign contri- 
butions is through a political action com- 
mittee. A PAC collects funds from in- 
dividuals and organizations and combines 
them into a single fund that is then used as 
a source of campaign contributions. 

Such ‘“‘recipient’’ committees, how- 
ever, must register each year, and disclose 
both the initial sources of their money 
and the candidates and campaigns that 
were given contributions. 

CNPA’s donations to politicians show up 
on its lobbying report form, filed with the 
Secretary of State in Sacramento, but there is 
no way to trace the sources of the funds. 

In fact, there have been complaints over 
the past few years from publishers inside 
CNPA that CNPA has intentionally 
sought to keep its political contributions 
secret, not only from the public but from 
its own members. As Mandler noted in his 
article, ‘‘A review of California Publisher, 
a monthly communication piece to 
[CNPA’s] members, for the period from 
January 1983 through May 1989 showed 
only three mentions of the Association’s 
contribution activities.’’ In fact, Mandler 
reported, in an August 1987 column, Fred 
Weybret, a former CNPA president, wrote 
that ‘‘up until now, CNPA (rightfully, we 
believe) avoided getting into the campaign 
contribution rat race.” 

The practice raises a wider question in 
Sacramento: Are a significant number of 
trade organizations using a loophole in the 
Political Reform Act (or flouting the spirit 
or letter of the law) to avoid disclosing the 
sources of political contributions? 

The Political Reform Act, which 
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Not content to imagine, a 
coalition of more than 50 
peace, human rights and anti- 
nuclear groups has formed the 
Bohemian Grove Action Net- 
work, to research and protest 
this ultimate old-boy network.

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established the FPPC in 1974, states that 
any “‘person or combination of persons 
who directly or indirectly. . .makes in- 
dependent expenditures totalling $500 or 
more in a calendar year,’’ must file an an- 
nual campaign contribution report listing 
those contributions. 

To date, the CNPA has failed to do so. 

Michael Dorais, the executive director 
of CNPA, did not return Bay Guardian 
phone calls. 

However, Mandler told the Bay Guard- 
ian in a telephone interview that Dorais 
had explained to him that CNPA was not 
required to file because it was not receiving 
money from members or other individuals 
that were earmarked for contributions to 
political campaign coffers. “‘He said they 
were not using membership dues for the 
campaign contributions,’’ Mandler said. 
“He confirmed the money instead came 
from conventions and advertising when I 
asked about them specifically.’’ 

Mandler also said Dorais told him that 
CNPA’s revenues from advertising, con- 
ventions and membership dues are not 
segregated. ‘‘He said it all went into one 
account,’’ Mandler said. 

Sandra Michioku, spokeswoman for the 
FPPC, told the Bay Guardian that her of- 
fice would have to review CNPA records 
to determine if membership dues were used 
as contributions to officeholders and 
would therefore require CNPA to file with 
the FPPC. 

“They would need to have accounting 
records to show that they are not using 
membership dues for the campaign con- 
tributions,’’ she said. 

But individual funds in a single bank ac- 
count could be hard to trace. For example, 
if the CNPA were expecting, say, a 
$15,000 net from the sales of a handbook 
it produces, could it use membership dues 
to pay for political campaigns until that 
$15,000 was received and then use 
that money to replace the spent 
membership dues? 


“I don’t know the answer to that ques- 
tion,’’ Michioku said. ‘‘I’m not sure it has 
ever been raised before.”’ 

Michioku said violations of the Political 
Reform Act — such as failure to file as a 
committee and failure to list contributions 
— could carry fines as high as $2,000 per 
violation per year. CNPA has failed to 
register as a committee and to list its con- 
tributors for five years, oversights that 
could amount to $4,000 per year for a five- 
years total of $20,000. 

The FPPC routinely refuses to comment 
on alleged violations of its regulations, and 
Michioku would not comment on whether 
CNPA was in violation of state law. The 
FPPC normally investigates possible 
violations only when a written complaint 
is filed. 

CNPA has denied any wrongdoing in 
the case, according to Mandler. But since 
Mandler’s article appeared, at least one 
trade association has seen fit to change its 
status. ‘‘A week after our story appeared, 
the California Water Association 
registered as a recipient committee,’’ 
Mandler told the Bay Guardian.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


Even before the ink had 
dried on all the obituaries for 
Berkeley's popular Rent Board 
Commissioner Florence 
McDonald, the pro-landlord 
Citizens For Fair Rent Control 
took advantage of the lack of a 
pro-tenant majority on the 
board to eliminate the city’s 
rent-control lobbyist in 
Sacramento, Lenny Goldberg. 
The canceling of Goldberg’s 
contract comes at the busiest 
time of the legislative session, 
while there are several anti- 
rent-control bills pending, 

Goldberg's contract to de- 
fend the city’s rent-control or- 
dinance from attacks by real- 
estate interests in the state 
Legislature expired June 30th 
and was up for renewal before 
the rent board at its July 3rd 
meeting. The four remaining 
Berkeley Citizens Action com- 
missioners voted for renewing 
Goldberg's contract and three 
of the CFRC commissioners 
voted against it, with CFRC’s 
Betty Olds abstaining. Without 
McDonald's fifth vote to 
supply an absolute majority of 
the nine-member board, 
Goldberg was, in effect, fired. 

The vote was ‘‘a sabotage 
of rent control,’’ BCA Commis- 
sioner Marianne Lawless told 
the Bay Guardian. “Not having 
Berkeley represented in the 
state Legislature is disastrous 
for us.” 

Lawless said she and BCA 
Commissioner Wesley Hester 
have sent a letter to the mayor 
requesting the City Council 
pass a resolution to renew 
Goldberg’s contract. Council- 
members Nancy Skinner and 
Maudelle Shirek are planning 
to present a proposal to 
that effect at the July 18th 
council meeting. 

Goldberg has been Berke- 
ley's rent-control lobbyist in 
Sacramento since the winter 
of 1985, serving under three 
executive directors and 
various board majorities. He 
has been widely credited with 
fending off a barrage of at- 
tacks on rent control at the 
State level. 

The debate over Goldberg's 
contract renewal is likely to 
become an election issue, as 
both sides gear up for a cam- 
paign for McDonald's vacated 
seat. At a special meeting Fri- 
day, July 7th, the City Council, 
in accordance with the City 
Charter, scheduled a special 
election for the swing seat on 
the board for Oct. 3rd. So far 
no one has filed with the City 
Clerk's office to run for the 
position. BCA chair John 
Brauer said a handful of 
“strong candidates” will be in- 
interviewed Thursday, July 13th 
and he expects a consensus 
will emerge from that meeting. 

Rumors abound that CFRC 
will run Richard Holt, its candi- 
date who lost in the last elec- 
tion by one vote after a con- 
tested recount. The day after 
McDonald's death, landlord 
councilmember Mary 
Wainwright appointed Holt to 
the Planning Commission in 
what appears to be a move to 
beef up his resume for another 
run at the rent board.

Civil Liberties Union attorney John Crew to 
explain why cases in which complaints had 
been sustained by the Office of Citizen Com- 
plaints had languished in Police Department 
files for as long as two years before being 
brought to the commission for hearing. 
Commissioner Al Nelder — who recent- 
ly asked for a written motion to dismiss 
one such case — once again addressed the 
matter but missed the key point. Deploring 
the “‘system’’ that allowed such delays, 
Nelder told his fellow commissioners and the 
audience that such delays were ‘‘unfair to the 
investigators, the witnesses and the officers.” 
Is there something missing there? You 
bet there is. Not once did Nelder — or any 
of his fellow commissioners — mention 
that the complainants’ rights and feelings 
should be taken into account or mention the 


impact that such intolerable delays might 


have on public confidence in the OCC. 

None of the commissioners saw fit to 
ask Police Chief Frank Jordan to explain 
the situation or in anyway hold him ac- 
countable for the delays — despite the fact 
that he is solely responsible for presenting 
cases to the commission after the OCC 
sustains them. 

Jordan was asked by the commission to 
prepare a report outlining how many sus- 
tained cases against officers were still in his 
hands. He promised to do so. 

The commission took what appeared to 
be swift action to remedy the situation. 
But it was asked the very same ques- 
tion three months ago, and until last 
Wednesday had done nothing to address it. 

The situation underlines the very real 
need for Agnos to fill the fifth commission 
seat — vacant since March — with a 
strong and out-front advocate of civilian 
review of police conduct. No names are 
circulating, however, and this appointment 
may not be made for months.

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Was the left really silent on China?

A: FOLK WISDOM goes, the saying ‘‘I don’t care 





what they write about me as long as they spell my name 

right’? is pretty terrible stuff. Just ask Noam 
Chomsky, William Kunstler, The Nation, the National 
Lawyers Guild and several other people and organizations 
whose names were spelled correctly by Alan Dershowitz in 
the Chronicle’s This World section a few weeks back. 

Syndicated columnist Dershowitz, a Harvard law profes- 
sor, showed good story instinct in choosing his topic. In fact, 
it’s astounding that, with all the ink being spilled and airtime 
being filled in June with news and analysis from China, 
Dershowitz was one of the few people to write about the U.S. 
left’s reaction to the Chinese government crackdown on the 
reform movement. 

But while Dershowitz picked a good story and spelled all 
the names right, his huffing and puffing about the silence of 
the left on China managed to misrepresent totally the thrust 
of an editorial in the June 12th issue of The Nation. He 
chastised other-teft publications for not writing anything 
about the Tiananmen Square massacre in issues that were 
printed before the massacre happened. And his account of 
the views of Chomsky, Kunstler and the Lawyers Guild are, 
at the very least, open to question. 

Letters from some of the aggrieved parties appeared in 
This World on July 2nd. In his reply, Dershowitz tried to 
change the whole point of his original column, directly — 
and quite weakly — addressing only one of the specific 
criticisms. And some of the other parties slammed by 
Dershowitz, including Chomsky and Kunstler, did not 
write letters that were published in This World, so most 
Chronicle readers still don’t know the extent to which Der- 
showitz’ column has sparked controversy. 

That is, unless they saw recent pieces by Alexander 
Cockburn, writing in both The Nation and his own syn- 
dicated column, ‘‘Ashes and Diamonds.’’ (Dershowitz 
told Press Box he has sent a letter to The Nation refuting 
Cockburn’s column. The letter had not appeared in The 
Nation as we went to press.) 

According to Cockburn, Kunstler — who, Dershowitz 
wrote, ‘‘had nothing to say’’ about the massacre — says no 
one from his office ever spoke to anyone from Dershowitz’ 
office, a charge Dershowitz denies. Kunstler also told 
Cockburn that he went on the CBS Evening News to 
“characterize the slaughter of students as ‘a massacre.’ ”’ 
Dershowitz says he has a transcript of the broadcast and that 
Kunstler said no such thing. 

Again according to Cockburn, Chomsky — who, 
Dershowitz wrote, “‘has been silent’? — would gladly have 
criticized the government in Beijing had he been asked. 
Cockburn reports that Dershowitz’ office simply called and 
asked Chomsky’s secretary if Chomsky was issuing a state- 
ment. As Cockburn pointed out, Chomsky does not issue 
press releases; he does give interviews when asked and, ac- 
cording to Cockburn, Dershowitz never asked. Dershowitz 
acknowledged that he had not sought Chomsky’s personal 
opinion. ‘The article was about the public statements people 
had or had not made,”’ he explained. Here is the crux of the 
matter, which ultimately has little to do with what Kunstler 
and Chomsky did or did not say but is rather a classic case of 
blaming the victim. Dershowitz’ piece implies that 
Chomsky, Kunstler et. al. should have press releases ready 
for the hordes of reporters knocking down their doors for 
comment on every newsworthy event. 

Well, did you see many quotes from representatives of the 
U.S. left in stories about recent Supreme Court rulings on af- 
firmative action and flag burning? 

In all the press coverage of the Pete Rose betting scandal, 


have you seen many quotes from Harry Edwards, aman who 
virtually talks in sound bites and has studied the relationship 
between sport and society for two decades now? 

Have any reporters called Chomsky — widely considered 
the American left’s outstanding political thinker — to get his 
take on the astonishing political changes in Poland? With all 
the attention being given the Time-Warner-Paramount 
mega-merger mess, how much coverage have you seen of 
The Nation’s recent special issue on the monopolization of 
the media? 

I haven’t read absolutely every word printed in local 
papers about the Supreme Court decisions, Pete Rose, 
Poland and the media merger, so I’ll grant in advance that 
Kunstler, Edwards, Chomsky and Ben Bagdikian, author of 
The Media Monopoly, may be in there someplace. But their 
presence has hardly been overwhelming, and it’s safe to say 
that with the exception of the Supreme Court’s hideous 
abortion decision in the Webster case July 3rd, the press has 
not exactly been chomping at the bit for progressive view- 
points on the major stories of the past few weeks. So why the 
hell should Noam Chomsky issue press releases? So they’ll 
end up at the bottom ofa reporter’s wastebasket, where most 
press releases are stored? 

The U.S. left was not at all silent on China. Indeed, if 
Dershowitz had any familiarity with U.S. leftists he would 
know they are very rarely silent on anything, especially when 
there is an opportunity to argue with each other. (The fact 

that some organizations, like the Lawyers Guild, waited until 
several days after June 4th to condemn the massacre is 
regrettable but understandable, I think. Foes of U.S. foreign 
policy are necessarily cautious about immediately believing 
everything they see or read in the U.S. media about events in 
a socialist country.) ; 

But to read the mainstream press in this country is to come 
away with the impression that the U.S. left is silent on virtual- 
ly every issue. No matter what the Alan Dershowitzes of the 
world seem to think, that’s the media’s fault, not the left’s. 


ADD LEFT: For a full-page roundup of what many left 
groups and individuals have said about China — what 
should have been in Dershowitz’ column and wasn’t — it’s 
well worth a trip to the library to dig up the June 21st issue of 
The Guardian, the ‘“‘independent radical newsweekly’’ 
published in New York... . 


ADD CORRECTIONS: Since I spent much of this page ex- 
coriating Alan Dershowitz for sloppy reporting, I should fess 
up here to some mistakes of my own. In a recent column I 
chided The Tribune for calling its late reporter Bill Eaton 
“Mr. Eaton”’ in a front-page obituary. Turns out it is 
Tribune policy to use courtesy titles in stories about the dead, 
a policy insisted on by Eaton himself — although an April 
13th AP story about Abbie Hoffman’s death ran on the front 
page and did not refer to him as ‘‘Mr. Hoffman.’’ In the 
same column, I praised the Chronicle and Examiner for their 
coverage of Fremont’s gay school board president, Robert 
Stipicevich. The Trib’s assistant managing editor for news, 
Eric Newton, wants it known that ‘‘we had it out on Friday 
morning, a half-day before the Ex and a full day before the 
Chron’’ and that ‘‘The Tribune’s story, front-page, [was] 
picked up by the Associated Press [and] enabled the Chron to 
find its sources and the Ex to get solid.” |

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CHINA'S 
STUDENT 
PROTESTS, 
1919-1989

HE FOLLOWING are some 
Te: events in the history of 

student movements in China 
during the 20th century: 
May 4, 1919: Three thousand 
Chinese students led a demonstra- 
tion in Beijing protesting the Allies’ 
decision at the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence to award Japan all German priv- 
ileges in the Shantung Peninsula. 
Police arrested more than 30 peo- 
ple. The students then called for a 
student strike. By early June, dem- 
onstrations and strikes spread to 
other major cities. This nationwide 
protest forced the Chinese govern- 
ment to desist from signing the Ver- 
sailles Treaty and also to remove 
three pro-Japanese officials. 
May 30, 1925: Shanghai students 
demonstrated in support of strikers 
at Japanese-owned textile mills in 
Shanghai and Tsing-tao. Many pro- 
testers were arrested by police in 
Shanghai’s International Settle- 
ment. When the demonstrators de- 
manded the prisoners’ release, the 
police opened fire, killing 13, Scores 
were arrested. 

Students, workers and shop- 
keepers then launched a month- 
long general strike. The protests and 
clashes spread to other major cities. 
On June 19th, a general strike was 
called in Hong Kong. On June 23rd, 
British and French troops opened 
fire on demonstrators, killing 52 
and wounding more than 170. 
December 1935: On Dec. 9th, 
more than 6,000 Beijing students, 
defying a government ban, demon- 
strated against the establishment of 
a pro-Japanese local government in 
North China and demanded that 
the central government stop the 
Chinese civil war. Using swords, 
clubs and water hoses, police in- 
jured more than 100 demonstrators 
and arrested more than 30. The 
schools then went on strike. 

On Dec. 16th, as the pro-Japanese 
government was about to be inau- 
gurated, 15,000 braved the police to 
demonstrate again. Almost 400 were 
injured and 20 arrested. However, 
the inauguration was postponed. 
May 20, 1947: On May 17th, 
Beijing and Tientsin students called 
strikes to protest widespread hun- 
ger, civil war and political re- 
pression. On May 20th, 7,000 stu- 
dents marched in protest in Beijing. 
In Nanking, 6,000 demonstrators 
from 16 schools were set upon by 
police using clubs, iron bars, whips 
and water hoses. More than 100 
were injured, 19 severely; 28 were 
arrested. The movement spread to 
more than 60 cities and lasted nearly 
amonth. It marked the beginning of 
the end for the Nationalist govern- 
ment, which had lost the confidence 
of the intellectuals. 

Communists played active roles 
in all these key events. Mao Zedong 
and Zhou Enlai participated in the 
May 4th Movement in Hunan and 
Tientsin respectively. Liu Shaoqi 
organized worker strikes in Shan- 
ghai after the May 30, 1925 shoot- 
ing. Many members of the current 
aging Communist bureaucratic 

circles were prominent planners and 
leaders in the demonstrations 
against the Nationalist regime of the

O READ much of the local 
news media, you could easily 
believe that Bay Area 
Chinese Americans have 
overcome their traditional 
factionalism and banded together as 
one in the wake of the Tiananmen 
Square massacre. 

It’s an interesting image — but it’s not 
reality. In point of fact, the recent events 
in China have stirred up a wealth of com- 
plex emotions, if not downright turmoil, 
among Chinese Americans nationwide 
— and the Bay Area is no exception. 

Over the past month, I’ve talked 
with more than a dozen prominent 
Chinese Americans in the Bay Area to 
gauge their reactions to the events of 
this spring. I’ve found that, beyond the 
shock and outrage shared with the rest 
of the world, reactions locally have 
covered a wide range — from moral- 
istic self-righteousness on the part of 
conservative, anti-Communist, pro- 
Taiwan groups, to fear and loathing 
among Hong Kong immigrants at what 
the current crackdown portends for 
1997, to a deep sense of personal shame 
and betrayal among older Chinese 
Americans, especially liberals and pro- 








gressives, because once again the 


motherland has failed them. 

All, however, seem to share, at least 
to some extent, a deep feeling of ties 
to their ancestral homeland, one that 
transcends generational, philosophical, 
regional and even traditional class bound- 


ties that bind it 
to China

aries. It is that feeling that has resulted in 
the formation of broad coalitions sup- 
porting the pro-democracy movement. 

Understanding the importance of 
these ties requires a sense of history. 

Chinese-American communities in 
the United States have always main- 
tained a keen involvement in Chinese 
politics. That involvement has its roots 
in the deep racism most Chinese im- 
migrants faced when they arrived in the 
United States. 

From the Chinese Exclusion Act 
passed by Congress in the late 1800s, 
barring further Chinese immigration to 
the U.S., to the denial of citizenship, 
bans on real estate purchases, unrea- 
sonable taxation on many Chinese- 
owned businesses and other dis- 
criminatory legislation, the Chinese 
were excluded from most aspects of 
mainstream American life until after 
World War II. 

The racism that the Chinese en- 
countered was further exacerbated in 
the minds of many by the perception of 
China as an extremely weak nation, 
subject to the whims of Western imper- 
ial interests. Many Chinese in America 
believed that the solution to their prob- 
lems lay in working to modernize China 
and in helping it to gain respect as a 
world power, thereby increasing the 
stature of its citizens abroad. 

Chinese Americans provided a 
groundswell of support for key protest 
movements in China during the early 
part of this century. Many went back to 
China to participate in the overthrow 





communism since 1949. 


of the Manchu dynasty by Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalist army in 1911. And the 
Nationalist government’s own subse- 
quent corruption and inability to resist 
the encroachment of Western colonial- 
ism led to widespread support among 
Chinese Americans for the newly formed 
Chinese Communist Party, which 
overthrew the Chiang regime in 1949. 

The Communist regime had, for the 
first time in China’s history, the poten- 
tial to make China into a major world 
power. But open support for a Commu- 
nist government was a dangerous pros- 
pect given the climate of the 1950s, and it 
wasn’t until the civil rights and anti-war 
movements of the 1960s and 1970s that 
pro-China sympathizers in this country 
began exhibiting their pride at China’s 
growing eminence in the world. Today, 
many progressive Chinese Americans 
still believe that the Communist model 
provides a viable program for China’s 
future. The brutal repression of this 
spring and summer, they argue, is not 
an indictment of the Communist sys- 
tem — it’s the current regime that has 
to go. 

For many conservative elements of 
the community, the massacre has re- 
vived the fierce anti-Communist sen- 
timents of the pre-Nixon era. Other, 
more moderate segments who saw the 
Chinese Communists as the exception 
to an otherwise undesirable form of 
government now find themselves 
flooded with self-doubts about how 
they could have been so blind. To ex- 
ploit this nagging uncertainty, the

ly took out a full-page ad in the New 
York Times extolling the evils of the 
Chinese Communists. 

Actions of this kind disturb local 
Chinese progressives. ‘‘It’s completely 
hypocritical,”’ said Ying Kelley, an aide 
to East Bay Congressman Ron Dellums. 
“‘Anyone well-acquainted with 
Taiwan’s history knows they had mar- 
tial law there for 39 years, replete with 
political informers, censorship and 
police intelligence agencies that ter- 
rorized the people.’’ (Taiwan lifted 
martial law in 1988 after the death of 
President Chiang Ching-kuo, son of 
Chiang Kai-shek.) 


HEN BAY AREA Chi- 

nese American progres- 

sives discuss the recent 

events in China, there 

are several things they 
come back to again and again. One is 
the record of accomplishments China 
can boast of since 1949. 

“‘People seem to have forgotten that 
Chinese people used to die by the mil- 
lions and that they used to be complete 
victims to natural and man-made dis- 
asters,”’ says Ling-chi Wang, professor of 
Asian American studies at UC Berkeley. 
‘Corruption was even more rampant, 
and inflation was 100 times worse.” 

Kelley agrees. ‘Before 1949, 90 to 95 
percent of the people lived in abject 
poverty,’’ she said. “‘After 1949, the 
government was able to distribute

They have a dream 


Veterans of the Tiananmen Square uprising say the Chinese students 
had much more on their minds than the global struggle 
between communism and capitalism

N THEIR MASSIVE spring 
demonstrations, Chinese students 
and their supporters sang a 
socialist anthem — to honor the 
Statue of Liberty. 

The image symbolized a puzzle fac- 
ing Americans who followed the dem- 
onstrations. The U.S. press told us that 
the Chinese protesters wanted 
“democracy”? — but what did that 
mean to people in an underdeveloped 
country under Communist rule? 

A woman polled in New York (see 





Bay Guardian 6/14/89) expressed the. 


conclusion that many Americans prob- 
ably shared: ‘‘They just want what we 
have.’’ But that, like many of the net- 
work news and daily press accounts, 
was far too simplistic. 

To get more insight into the views of 
China’s pro-democracy student move- 
ment, the Bay Guardian recently inter- 
viewed five Bay Area residents who 
were in China during the demonstra- 
tions: two students from China, now 
studying at the University of California 
at Berkeley, and three U.S. citizens (a 
graduate student, a law professor and 
a leader of many tours to China). 

Although some demonstrators said 
they were aiming only to establish basic 
civil liberties under continued Com- 
munist Party rule, our interviews made 
it clear that many Chinese students saw 
that as only a first step toward a multi- 
party system with free elections. Their 
emphasis was on political rights, not 
economic systems; most seemed ideo- 
logically committed to neither 


capitalism nor socialism. 

The push for greater democracy, 
eyewitnesses told the Bay Guardian, 
was largely fueled by the students’ daily 
experiences of corruption and abuse of 
power by a ‘“‘privileged class’ of 
government officials. The recent 
economic reforms, they said, had 
worsened corruption by expanding op- 
portunities for private profiteering. 

When the students sang the “‘Inter- 
nationale,’’ the international socialist 
anthem, they were listening to its words 
(‘‘Arise, ye wretched of the earth. . .No 
more tradition’s chains shall bind 
you. . .we have been nothing, we shall be 
all.’’), not promoting the economic and 
political ideology it has been associated 
with for much of this century. And 
when they talked about ‘‘democracy,”’ 
the students were not necessarily 
espousing U.S.-style capitalism. They 
were arguing that any political system 
should be based on the participation 
and consent of the people. 

As Marc Stickgold, a law professor 
at Golden Gate University who was in 
Beijing during the protests, put it: 
“Many people said their great idol was 
Martin Luther King. They saw their 
nonviolent protest as modeled after the 
American civil rights movement. They 
recited the ‘I have a dream’ speech and 
the Gettysburg address — ‘of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people.’ 
They talked the way a newly left-lean- 
ing American high-school kid talks. 

“Except you knew the risks they 
were taking: Everyone told me they 
were willing to die. The closest thing we 
had to that was the early civil rights 


movement in the South. They talked 
about that a lot — it was amazing how 
much they knew about it. They said 
things like, ‘Black people in your coun- 
try were attacked by dogs and shot at by 
police and they knew they had to stay 
there anyway. Now we know we have 
to stay here.’ ”’ 

Stickgold, like other Americans who 
recently returned from Beijing, said 
many Chinese students seemed to see 
the United States as an image of the 
good life. 

“T talked with a nurse who said she 
wanted to get out of the country and go 
to the United States,’’ said Len Bloch, 
a Berkeley graduate student. ‘‘I met a 
lot of people like that. She wouldn’t 
believe anything bad about America. 
“When I told her we had homeless peo- 
ple, she refused to believe it.” 

But Judy Murdoch, a frequent visi- 
tor to China who was leading a tour 
group there In May, said that for practi- 
cal models of change, people she spoke 
with ‘“‘were comparing themselves with 
other socialist and Third World coun- 
tries. They were really looking at the 
reforms in the Soviet Union and ask- 
ing, ‘Why don’t we have what they 
have?’ They were looking at India, 
which now has a higher per capita in- 
come than China and asking ‘Why?’ ”” 


TILL, LIKE many protesters 
in the history of the United 
States, Chinese students were 
inspired to action largely by 
the contrast between the 
rights they had on paper and the reality 
of government power and corruption. 


“For Chinese students,”’ said Hsing- 
Yuan Tsao, a Berkeley graduate student 
who was in Beijing during the Tianan- 
men Square protests, ‘‘democracy 
means first of all that people should get 
what’s written in our constitution: 
freedom of -the press, of speech, 
thought and religion, democracy, the 
right to strike. None of this can we real- 
ly get now. The students want all people 
in the country to have to obey the con- 
stitution — no one should go beyond it 
or manipulate it. Although you think 
yourself the son of heaven [an old Chinese 
name for the emperor], you have to 
obey the constitution. 

‘“‘Democracy,’’ she continued, 
“really means voting, and people 
choosing between leaders. But this is 
what the government doesn’t want. For 
40 years, for 2,000 years, people were 
told their only right was to obey the 
government. This is why a lot of 
Chinese didn’t want to mention that we 
want to vote for our own government. 
Their subconscious stops them from 
saying it, because they know this is the 
most dangerous thing to say.” 

“Democracy,” said Jian-Li Yang, 
another Berkeley graduate student who 
recently returned to campus from Bei- 
jing, ‘‘was too big for us to demand. So 
the starting point was three basic 
human rights: freedom of speech, free- 
dom of the press and the right to havea 
legal student organization. 

“Limiting the demonstrations to 
these three demands was a good 
strategy. We understood that the Com- 
munist Party was still strong, still hada 
strong base. If we wanted to do some- 
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thing beyond [basic rights] we would 
need a political organization to com- 
pete with the Communist Party. We 
understood that, so we did not ask 
directly, but asked for the rights that 
would make it possible to go further.” 

The three American visitors to China 
reported that they met many people 
who seemed to have more limited goals 
in mind. Murdoch said she talked with 
students who “‘didn’t want a change in 
government. They felt the laws and the 
new constitution were good. They felt 
the top officials were doing a good job, 
but it was the middle-level officials that 
were the problem.” 

Stickgold said he spoke with many 
students who seemed to accept the role 
of the Communist Party and were sim- 
ply ‘“‘interested in some way the 
people’s voice would be taken into ac- 
count more. There were members of 
the government of whom they were 
quite supportive. They talked about 
particular CP officials as honest, up- 
right — people they wanted as leaders. 
Li Peng they wanted out. It was less like 
a revolution than like an insurgency 
within the Democratic Party.” 

Yang and Tsao confirmed that some 
students wanted only limited changes 
of leadership within the Communist 
Party, and did not share their long- 
range goal of free elections among 
competing parties. 

But it was impossible, especially for 
American visitors and reporters, to 
distinguish moderate views from prac- 
tical caution about how much to say, to 
distinguish immediate goals from long- 
range visions. Even Yang, convinced 
that China needs a multi-party electoral 
system, said that in the short run he had 
sometimes ‘“‘even thought I would 
become a Party member and try to do 
something better.”’ 

Bloch said a new Chinese friend had 
told him that he wanted a change in 
policies — more freedom, less corrup- 
tion — but never talked about a change 
in government. Then suddenly, Bloch 
said, his friend speculated one day that 
perhaps this year’s student leaders 
would one day become the leaders of a 
new, democratic party that would be the 
real opposition for the Communists. 

Americans trying to understand 
Chinese politics, Tsao said, sometimes 
theorize that the Chinese as a people are 
somehow suited to dictatorship, that 
they have a tendency to produce 
“‘emperors.’’ That bothers her. 

“It’s not a question of Chinese or 
Western,” she said. “‘It’s the kind of 
system. If you had our system, some 
people here would try to be emperor. 
Look at how sad Nancy Reagan was to 
leave the White House. If she were in 
Chiang Ching’s situation she would try 
to stay there forever.” 


HAT SENSE that govern- 

ment officials were abusing 

and illegally extending their 

power was a fundamental 

source of the anger that fueled 
the demonstrations. Students used the 
word ‘“‘corruption”’ to embrace a wide 
range of official abuses, from bribe- 
taking to nepotism. 

Among the weapons of people’s 
power against corruption, the Ameri- 
can visitors we spoke with all noticed, was 
aspecial emphasis on the importance of a 
free press. Students, said Bloch, 
“wanted to read something approxi- 
mating the truth in the newspapers. We 
would sit in the dorms and watch the 
government news on TV — it was likea 
joke. People would laugh.” 

Murdoch said Chinese protesters 
“‘wanted freedom of the press so the press 
could become like a watchdog on the cor- 
ruption. That was really important — to 
be able to label a person corrupt, to do 
your own investigative reporting.” 

Fighting corruption, said Tsao, was, 
along with democratic reforms, a ma- 
jor goal of the student demonstrators: 
“You can’t separate those aims. You 
have to think of them together.”

Students clearly blamed increasing 
economic hardships on a pattern of 
corruption so widespread that, as 
Murdoch described it, it is not just a 
drain on society, but the very method 
by which society operates. ‘‘Any time 
you want something that’s supposed to 
be free,”? Murdoch explained, ‘‘you 
have to pay for it. If you’re sick and 
want to go to the hospital, you have to 
have money to convince the socialist 
doctors to treat you. Grain can sit at a 
train station waiting to be shipped, and 
then an official can come and sell it on 
the black market.” 

Although all our observers reported 
that the Chinese generally support the 
recent economic reforms, which allow 
some private business and foreign in- 
vestment, it is, ironically, these reforms 
that nurtured corruption to its present 
gigantic size. 

“The problem,”’ said Yang, ‘‘is the 
privileged class of Party leaders. For 
example, if a U.S. company is doing 
business with China, a lot of the money 
flows into private pockets. If a com- 
pany wants to do business on your 
land, they have to pay you. The land is 
supposed to belong to the people, but 
actually the privileged class owns it, 
and the people do not benefit.” 

The students also resented the 
‘privileged class’’ for its ability to 
ensure special treatment for family 
and friends. 

In May, in universities around the 
country, Murdoch saw huge wall 
posters tracing the geneology of local 
officials — showing their children and 
grandchildren, listing the fortunes and 
important jobs they had. 

And this year, students feared, one 
new economic reform would turn out 
to create more hardship specifically for 
them.‘‘The government decided,”’ ex- 
plained Tsao, ‘‘that it would not give 
students who graduated any job. They 
will have to find their own job.”’ 

In theory, many students liked the 
idea of being free to look for work they 
wanted. But in practice, said Tsao, ‘‘If 
you want to do something you have to 
have a special connection with a 
government official. Even the best 
students, if they are from the coun- 
tryside or from a worker’s family, can 
never get good jobs. The competition is 
not equal.” 


OME AMERICANS assume 

that introducing elements of 

private enterprise will even- 

tually transform China into a 

capitalist country — and that 
Chinese people would favor that out- 
come. But our observers challenged 
this view. 

Murdoch said Chinese people with 
whom she talked agreed with the 
government’s stated goal of introduc- 
ing some private enterprise into a 
basically socialist system — as long as 
corruption is eliminated. ‘“They have 
no complaints about socialism,’’ Mur- 
doch said. ‘‘They just want it to work 
for the people.”’ 

Stickgold said he found many people 
who were very aware of the benefits of 
the Communist revolution, ‘‘who kept 
reminding us, ‘you have to remember 
what it was like before liberation.’ ’’ . 

Tsao said she hopes that some day 
there will be a form of society that com- 
bines the good features of capitalism 
and socialism: ‘The people don’t want 
the entire capitalist system. When I 
went back [after living in the United 
States] I told people about it — about 
how you could have a good job, but 
you had to have certain behavior, cer- 
tain clothes. Once you drop off a cer- 
tain level of society you can hardly ever 
get back. I told them about the home- 
less, about People’s Park. Most 
Chinese can’t accept things like this.’’ 

Yang said he thinks people have 
“contradictory feelings’’ about 


socialism and capitalism. ‘“‘On one 
hand, people want to be able to try to 
get a job they like. But on the other 
hand, they still like the system that can 
give them a job — safely. Another 
thing people like about socialism is that 
whenever you get in trouble, for exam- 
ple, your house is on fire, people will 
help you, the government will help. If 
you are in the hospital you still can get a 
salary. There are no homeless. ”” 

Yang himself, back at Berkeley after 
experiencing the brutal government at- 
tack, says he thinks that, in order to get 
the advantages of capitalism, it may be 
necessary to give up the security that 
socialism provides. 

“The government always tells people 
we are trying to preserve the good things 
about the socialist system,”’ he said. “But 
that system led to the massacre.” 

Whatever ideas he had before, said 
Yang, the massacre changed him. 
Before that, ‘‘I was not realizing how 
much we should overthrow the Com- 
munist Party. Now I understand. We 
cannot protect ourselves, our lives. 
They have tanks, automatic weapons. 
They can shoot you as they want.’” 

Yang talks about being a revolu- 
tionary, determined to overthrow a 
government that only a generation ago 
was established by one of history’s 
most important revolutions. 

One perspective on that historical 
irony is offered in Lorraine Hansberry’s 
play, Raisin in the Sun. A young 
African revolutionary, looking ahead 
to his life, predicts he will lead a suc-

food, clothing and housing to more 
people than had ever been served in 
China’s history.’” 

Nonetheless, the massacre did much 
to solidify the positions of those who in- 
sist that communism is no longer a vi- 
able system for China. Even within pro- 
gressive ranks, there has been con- 
siderable dissension over what position 
to take toward the Chinese government. 

‘“‘Many progressives broke away 
from the ranks on the issue of martial 
law,’”’ explained Rolland Lowe, chair- 
man of the Foundation for Chinese 
Democracy, an organization formed to 
provide financial support to the stu- 
dent protesters. Some, he said, ‘‘felt 
that stability was absolutely necessary. 
They saw some lawlessness, and felt 
martial law would restore a certain 
cohesiveness to the system.”’ 

According to Lowe, when the 
massacre occurred many Chinese- 
American progressives argued that 
“the good the Communists have done 
in the past 40 years outweighs the harm 
we perceive in this one episode.”’ Lowe, 
however, disagrees with this point of 
view, as did most other Chinatown pro- 
gressives I spoke with. ‘“We should be 
men of conscience,”’ he said. ‘‘If we 
think that China is executing a policy 
that is harmful to its own people and its 
own growth, we have to speak out.””

cessful struggle against colonialism and 
help establish a new nation. That, he 
says, will be the fulfillment of my 
dream. Then someday, he continues, 
when I am old and settled in my govern- 
ment position, a young revolutionary 
will step out of the shadows and kill me 
as a traitor to my original principles. 
And that, he concludes, will also be the 
fulfillment of my dream. 

Was it some such historical continuity 
that made the demonstrators choose the 
socialist anthem, the ‘‘Internationale,”’ 
as a rallying song? 

When asked why that song played such 
a large part in the demonstrations, Yang 
said, reasonably, ‘‘First, everybody 
knows how to sing it.”’ For Yang as a 
school child, every day had opened with 
the singing of the “‘Internationale.”’ 

‘*Another reason, though,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘is that what the Internationale 
says perfectly fits what the students 
want.’”’ He pointed out that the words 
say nothing about socialism or com- 
munism. They celebrate people struggl- 
ing for their own liberation against op- 
pression: ‘“Whenever I sang it in Bei- 
jing during the movement I had a 
special feeling. 

“One time in Tiananmen Square, I 
was very close to the soldiers. I reached 
up to grab the front of a truck, to per- 
suade the soldier not to shoot the 
students. And I was singing the Inter- 
nationale, and crying. 

“T never understood what that song 
meant, all the years I sang it as a child. 
Now I understand.”’ | 








But no matter where they ultimate- 
ly come down on the issues, many 
Chinese-American progressives have 
found the events of this spring and 
summer a serious political — and per- 
sonal — dilemma. 

After the Cultural Revolution, as 
China seemed to be taking important 
steps toward economic improvement 
and political freedom, many Chinese 
Americans made a new commitment to 
help the Chinese people improve their 
country and their relations with the 
United States. 

Suddenly, Lowe said, that dream has 
been shattered — and it’s left many 
Chinese Americans somewhat dazed. 
“They’re sort of frustrated or lost 
now,”’ he said. ‘“‘It’s like they had the 
religion taken out of them. They don’t 
know what to do next.”’ 

What they do know is that while the 
Chinese government will not yield to the 
opinion of foreign governments, it will 
listen to the views of the 30 million ethnic 
Chinese outside of China. Regardless of 
what internal differences exist within 
and between the diverse overseas 
Chinese communities, ethnicity remains 
the one powerful force that binds all 
Chinese together. And it is that force 
that could sustain an international net-

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The beaching of 
Underwater World 


Aslew of unanswered questions has stalled the proposed 
waterfront aquarium before the Planning Commission

HE SAN FRANCISCO 

Planning Commission is a 

long way from approving the 

Underwater World aquarium 

project, ifits July 6th meeting 
is any indication. 

At the end of the session, commis- 
sion members requested a wide range 
of information that the developers 
have not yet provided to the city or the 
gublic about the proposed attraction at 
Pier 39, the city’s busiest — and most 
>ongested — tourist center. 

The sponsors of Underwater World 
want to build a 707,000-gallon, two- 
ank aquarium with approximately 
1,000 fish, set on pilings at the base of 
ier 39. 

Visitors to the exibit would be whisked 
hrough the two tanks on a 2,400-foot 
noving walkway encased in clear 
icrylic tubes, at a rate of 80 feet per 
ninute. The sponsor of the project, 
Questar of New Zealand, expects to fill 
asily the 900-person-an-hour limit 





they have set on attendance, drawing as 
many as 1.65 million visitors a year. 

The project has entangled Speaker 
of the Assembly Willie Brown in an 
ethics furor: While acting as a private 
attorney for the Underwater World de- 
velopers, Brown sponsored legislation 
that provided funding for the Califor- 
nia Academy of Sciences, which runs 
Steinhart Aquarium. The academy had 
opposed the Underwater World proj- 
ect because it expected a competing 
aquarium to draw visitors — and there- 
fore revenue — from Steinhart. 

This spring, Brown introduced 
legislation that would provide $2 
million in state funding for the 
Academy of Sciences. 


HE PLANNING Commission 
asked the developers to pro- 
vide information about five 
key hurdles the project must 
overcome if it is to be ap- 
proved later this year. According to one 
commissioner, any one of these could 
become a stumbling block to the ap- 
proval of the project, delaying it fur- 


ther or killing it outright. If two or 
more of the requests for information 
are not met to the commission’s 
satisfaction, the project could be put 
off indefinitely. 

~ The Planning Commission seeks in- 
formation including: 

® More concrete plans for parking- 
and traffic-mitigation measures that 
would be made necessary by Under- 
water World presence in the Fisher- 
man’s Wharf area. A reconfiguration 
of the already overcrowded Pier 39 
garage has been proposed, along with 
use of several other garages to handle 
the inevitable overflow on busy sum- 
mer days or weekends. Two different 
garges have been proposed — and 
dropped — to handle the overflow prob- 
lem. The commission has asked for 
some final arrangement before approv- 
ing the aquarium project. 

® Critics charge that the extra traffic 
generated by the project will further 
complicate installation of the long- 
awaited F-line of the Muni Metro 
light-rail service to the wharf area — 
counted on to alleviate some of the 


automoblie congestion. 

The commission asked for more in- 
formation about the impact of the 
aquarium project on the F-line plan. 

@ The Underwater World project 
could also have a negative impact on 
the proposed Fisheries Institute on Pier 
45 — approximately 2,000 feet down the 
Embarcadero from Pier 39. The com- 
mission expressed concerns about the 
extent of that impact. The institute 
would have exhibits — like Underwater 
World — which could be overshadowed 
if Underwater World were built. 
Mayor Art Agnos has worked feverish- 
ly to put together the Fisheries Institute 
plan since he was an assemblyman. 

® The Environmental Impact Report 
on the project apparently does not 
properly portray its impact on the views 
from the Pier 39 area. Attorney Sue 
Hestor, representing opponents to the 
project, provided the commission with 
adramatic photo-essay of the impact of 
the project that go far beyond the Plan- 


ning Department’s EIR on the subject, ° 


The commission asked for clarification 
on the isssue. 

@ Finally, the commission asked that 
the agreement reached between Under- 
water World and Steinhart Aquarium 
— to mitigate Steinhart’s financial 
losses from the new aquarium — be 
placed in the public file of the project. 
To date, neither the developer nor 
Steinhart — which denied a California 
Public Records Act request for the 
agreement — has made it public. 


LANNING COMMISSION 
President Doug Engmann 
told the Bay Guardian the re- 
quests made by the commis- 
sion should be fulfilled by 
Thursday, July 13th, a week before the 
commission meets again to discuss the 
Underwater World project. ““We want 
to have time to review the material 
before the next meeting,”’ he said. 

Commissioner James Morales said 
the commission’s requests and the 
responses to them were — individually 
and collectively — key to the project’s 
approval. ‘‘There are enough issues 
that are still unresolved that any one 
could cause a single commissioner to 
have concerns about the project,’’ he 
said. ‘‘And those concerns could 
cause delays.” 

Morales would not go so far as to say 
that the project could be disapproved 
completely, but indicated that each of 
the unresolved issues was significant. 

Concerning the F-line and transit on 
the wharf, Morales cited the devel- 
oper’s promise to provide shuttle buses 
until the F-line was built in 1993 — or 
beyond. ‘‘If the developer offers to 
provide a shuttle, I would like an 
analysis of what it would look like,”’ he 
said. ‘‘It has to be a meaningful offer, a

real system.”” 

Morales also expressed concern 
about the height and possible obstruc- 
tion of views as present by Hestor. 
“There is a difference between the EIR 
pictures and those presented to the 
commission last week,”’ he said. “‘We 
need to know how much of that struc- 
ture will be there.” 

The parking lot overflow was also a 
problem for many of the commis- 
sioners, Morales said: ‘“The proposed 
Levi Plaza site, there is some question 
about that. We asked if we can desig- 
nate a particular parking lot to handle 
the overflow problem.” 

Morales also noted that the Fisheries 
Institute could be affected by the proj- 
ect and that the commission would take 
those effects into account. ‘‘That seemed 
like an overlap,” he said. ‘“We need to 
know if Underwater World would sup- 
plant the Fisheries Institute.” 

According to Hestor, these ques- 
tions, and others raised by speakers at 
the hearing, mean that the Underwater 
World project is far from ready to be 
approved by Agnos’ Planning Commis- 
sion. “It’s simple,” said Hestor. “This 
project is not ready for prime time.” 


HE UNDERWATER World 

project has created ripples of 

controversy that spread from 

Fisherman’s Wharf all the 

way to Sacramento. While 
the Planning Commission examines 
possible effects of the project on its im- 
mediate surroundings, the proposed 
development has already heightened 
growing concern about ethics in the state 
Legislature — specifically about the pos- 
sible conflict of interest involving Assem- 
bly Speaker Willie Brown’s relationship 
to the Underwater World project. 

This week saw several new moves on 
this issue. 

Last week we reported that both the 
Fair Political Practices Commission 
and San Francisco District Attorney 
Arlo Smith said they would look into 
the issue, but both of them stopped 
short of pledging a thorough review. 

Although the FPPC is responsible 
for investigating violations of the 
Poltical Reform Act, it is the Joint 
Committee on Legislative Ethics that is 
charged with enforcing the state Code 
of Ethics. Bill Nunes, an aide to com- 
mittee chair Bill Lancaster (R-Covina), 
told the Bay Guardian the committee is 
reviewing Bay Guardian articles on the 
Underwater World controversy and 
may issue a statement before the 
Legislature recesses on July 21st. 

In addition, the special Assembly 
Ethics Committee, chaired by John 
Vasconcellos (D-San Jose), is trying to 
publish its recommendations for new 
ethics rules before the recess. After 
holding several public hearings, the 
committee began meeting July 11th to 
hash out the specifics of its recommen- 
dations. There was no way to know by 
press time what changes, if any, the 
committee would recommend in 
conflict-of-interest laws. 

The special committee’s work comes 
amid a flurry of activity on legislative 
ethics. Assemblyman Ted Lempert 
(D-San Mateo) has introduced nine 
ethics bills that he is collectively calling 
the Political Reform Act. Meanwhile 
Assemblyman Ross Johnson (D-La 
Habra) is pursuing a statewide initiative 
called the Legislative Reform Act. The 
strongest package of reforms to date was 
proposed by California Common Cause 
on June 26th. The Common Cause prop- 
osals, some of which are similar to 
Lempert’s bills, would discourage 
lawyer-legislator conflicts by putting a 
cap on outside income for legislators. 

Walter Zelman, executive director of 
California Common Cause, told the 
Bay Guardian that he has sent informa- 
tion about Brown’s involvement in 
Underwater World to the group’s 
directors and to the national Common 
Cause offices in Washington, D.C. to 
see if the group wants to become in- 
volved in the issue.

AN FRANCISCO Deputy 

Police Chief Jack Jordan ap- 

proved the deletion of a po- 

tentially significant entry 

from Officer Francis Achim’s 
personnel file just days after Achim’s 
beating of Dolores Huerta, an un- 
released report by the Office of Citizen 
Complaints charges. 

The 53-page OCC report, a copy of 
which was obtained by the Bay Guard- 
ian, also charges that Jordan prevented 
the criminal grand jury investigating 
the Huerta incident from reviewing 
evidence material to the investigation. 

The report, completed July 10th, 
states that Jordan may have approved 
the deletion “‘to protect the Depart- 
ment.’’ It charges that his actions 
“could be viewed as an attempt to in- 
fluence the investigations’? of the 
Huerta incident. 

Three local agencies, the OCC, the 
grand jury and the Police Department’s 
Management Control Division, con- 
ducted investigations into the Huerta 
case. According to the City Charter, the 
OCC report now goes to Chief Frank 
Jordan, Jack Jordan’s brother, who 
has ten days to act on it. Chief Jordan 
can impose limited disciplinary sanc- 
tions, present the case to the Police 
Commission for more serious sanc- 
tions or dismiss the charges altogether. 

Chief Jordan has consistently main- 
tained in public statements that his 
brother is innocent of any wrongdoing 
in the case. 

The OCC charges against Jack Jordan 
are the latest chapter in what has become 
the most politically charged and con- 
troversial case involving the San Fran- 
cisco Police Department in years. 

The controversy erupted on Sept. 14, 
1988, when Huerta, vice-president of 
the United Farm Workers Union, was 
struck by a police baton during a 
demonstration outside a Union Square 
hotel where George Bush was making a 
campaign appearance. Huerta suffered 
serious injuries, including broken ribs 
and aruptured spleen. She filed a com- 
plaint with the OCC, which investi- 
gated the case and ultimately charged 
that Officer Achim had used ‘‘unnec- 
cessary force’’ against Huerta. 

The grand jury declined to issue a 
criminal indictment in the case. And 
Chief Jordan announced Dec. 14th 
that he would not present the OCC 
charges to the Police Commission and 
would take no action against Achim. 
Several months later, however, Achim 
filed a grievance against the depart- 
ment over what he called an effort to 
force him to transfer out of the elite 
Tactical Squad, which among other 
duties handles crowd control at demon- 
strations. As a result of that complaint, 
Chief Jordan announced that he was 
investigating the removal from 
Achim’s file of a memo stating, accord- 
ing to San Francisco Examiner reports, 
that the officer was having personal 
problems and appeared to be ‘“‘in 





serious need of counseling.”’ 

The memo was allegedly removed 
within days after the Huerta incident. 
All three investigations into the beating 
were conducted after the entry in ques- 
tion had been removed, according to 
the OCC report and the Division of 
Management Control , which also con- 
ducted an investigation on the removal 
of the entry.

The OCC report notes that Jack 
Jordan might not have known of the 
investigations at the time he approved 
the removal of the entry. However, it 
States, ‘investigations were . . . certain. 
Given his position as a deputy chief. . . 
Jordan should have inspected any in- 
formation in Officer Achim’s PIP [per- 
sonal improvement folder] for which 
removal had been requested and/or 
granted. 

“Through his negligence,’’ the 
report states, ‘“‘[Deputy Chief] Jordan 
prevented the Grand Jury from review- 
ing the document which was material 
evidence in their investigation.” 


HE OCC charges against 

Deputy Chief Jordan, who as 

the head of special operations 

oversees the Tactical Squad, 

are based in large part on 
statements by Achim’s superiors, Captain 
William N. Welch, Lieutenant Thomas 
Lang and Sergeant James Hall. Welch 
was the head of the tactical unit at the 
time the incident occurred. 

Jack Jordan has stated both that he 
can’t remember being told about the 
removal of a document right after the 
Sept. 14th incident and that he found 
out about the entry only months later. 

Jack Jordan, Frank Jordan and John 
Keker, Jack Jordan’s lawyer, all failed to 
return Bay Guardian phone calls seeking 
comment on the OCC charges. 

The most significant evidence sup- 
porting the claim that Jordan approved 
the deletion, according to the OCC re- 
port, is Welch’s version of events. 

“Welch said he told Deputy Chief 
Jordan about the removal of the entry 


during a phone call in which the Deputy 
Chief had asked him what was in the 
file that might be seen in a negative 
light,’’ the report states. “‘Welch said 
he told Jordan...an ‘inappropriate 
entry’ had been removed. Welch said 
Jordan responded, ‘okay.’ 

“Set. James Hall corroborated 
Welch,”’ the report states. ‘Hall said 
that on Sept. 15 or 16, Welch motioned 
him into his office as he was hanging up 
from a phone call. Hall said that Welch 
had told him that he just got off the 
phone with [Deputy Chief] Jordan and 
that the Deputy Chief had no problem 
with the entry being removed.”’ 

Lang told the OCC he knew second 
or third hand, through Welch or Hall, 
that Jordan knew of the removal, the 
report states. Lang physically removed 
the page with the entry and put it in his 
foot locker before he told Welch and 
Hall what he had done, according to 
documents made public by the Division 
of Management Control. 

Jack Jordan told the OCC he could 
not recall whether he was told about 
the removal of the entry, according toa 
tape recording of an OCC interview 
with Jordan. However, Gary Pisciotto, 
head of the Management Control investi- 
gation, told the Bay Guardian the dep- 
uty chief had insisted to him that he had 
not been aware of the removal. 

Management Control concluded it 
had ‘‘insufficient evidence to prove 
either way,’’ Pisciotto said. *‘It became 
a one-on-one between Captain Welch, 
who said he had informed the Deputy 
Chief, and [Jack] Jordan, who said he 
hadn’t been [informed].’” 

As a result of the removal of the en- 
try, Management Control charged 
Hall, Lang and Welch with ‘‘bringing 
discredit to the Police Department.”’ 

The three have been specifically ac- 
cused of failing to disclose the removal of 
the page to Management Control during 
its investigation of the Huerta beating. 

The charges against the three of- 
ficers, signed by Chief Jordan June 
9th, will be presented to the Police 
Commission July 26th. 

The criminal grand jury is also in- 
vestigating the removal of the 
documents from Achim’s file. 


HE OCC REPORT raises 

questions about a Dec. 14th 

meeting between Achim and 

Deputy Chief Jordan in 

which Achim’s concerns 
about what he claimed was pressure to 
transfer out of the Tactical Squad were 
reportedly discussed. 

According to the report, Jordan 
told the OCC he could not recall ever 
meeting in his capacity as a deputy 
chief with a disgruntled officer to 
discuss the officer’s complaints. 
“Still, Jordan met with Achim in 
December purportedly to do just 
that,’’ the report states. 

The meeting took place, the report 
states, just 48 hours after Achim 
learned that the document had been 
removed from his file — and the same 
day that Chief Frank Jordan an- 
nounced he would take no action 
against Achim. 

Chief Jordan had met privately with 
Mayor Art Agnos Dec 13th, the day 
before his surprising announcement 
(see Bay Guardian, 12/21/88). The 
OCC report states there is no evi- 
dence to indicate that the chief 
knew of the removal. However, de- 
partment critics are almost certain to 
raise some further questions. 

Did the chief know? If so, did 
he tell the Police Commission presi- 
dent, Lou Giraudo? And did he tell 
Mayor Agnos? 

Those questions will continue to sim- 
mer for now, though, as department ob- 
servers await the answer to a more imme- 
diate question: What will Chief Jordan, 
who refused to pursue action against 
Achim, do with the OCC report that 
contradicts his public statements and 
contains some serious charges against a 
deputy chief whoisalso his brother?

gw! have a problem that I’m too 

membarrassed to tell even to my 
best friends. I am 21 years old and I 
have never had any kind of physical 
contact with a girl, not even a French 
kiss.

Ar therapist Carl Rogers 
wspoke of ten traits he felt to be 
crucial in an effective therapist: em- 
pathy, respect, genuineness, warmth, 
concreteness (which I’d define as prac- 
ticality), confrontiveness (which is not 
at all the same thing as belligerence or 
dogmatic adherence to one specific 
treatment method exclusively), self- 
disclosure and immediacy. I feel that 
anyone who possesses these traits — 
which can be assessed somewhat 
through an initial phone call — will bea 
good counselor regardless of his or her 
training or methodology. 

Tests with untrained peer counselors 
vs. professionals of many schools tend 
to bear this out. In any case, you might 
do a little reading. Knowing, for exam- 
ple, which school emphasizes ‘‘family 
of origin”’ learning and which focuses 
on present-day problem-solving might 
engender some intuitive preference on 
your part. Whatever you believe will 
work is going to be more effective 
for that reason. |

Y, SPIRITUAL 
master in the ’70s was 
the Swami from 
Miami. Every word 
the Swami uttered, on 
any subject, struck me as profound. 
When he gave his Miami advice on mat- 
ters of finance, I felt like I was hit on the 
head by a coconut. Here, for example, 
is what the Swami had to say about 
capitalism: ‘‘A wonderful system. Too 
bad so very few people can afford it.’’ 

I’m recently back from my annual 
pilgrimage to the city of my birth, New 
York, where there’s no escaping the 
timeless wisdom of the Swami from 

Miami’s teachings. Let’s start with 
$2.95 for a blueberry tart maybe a bite 
or two bigger than a half-dollar and 
$3.75 for an only slightly larger 
brownie. A movie puts you down seven 
bucks, and a scoop of ice cream at what 
used to be a neighborhood cafe now 
goes for $4. 

Then there’s lox and locks. At $8.95 
for Nova ona bagel, I told them to hold 
the lox and just give me a bagel with a 
shmear. But a friend had no choice but 
to shell out $350 to replace one of the 
several deadbolt locks on her front 
door. In comparison, a Berkeley lock- 
smith quoted me a top price for the 
identical job, overtime surcharge in- 
cluded, of less than $200. 

When I remarked on the Big Apple’s 
overripe prices, most put the blame on 
the astronomical rents businesses are 
being forced to pay. Despite citywide 
complaints about exorbitant commer- 
cial rents, the real estate power brokers 
have had no trouble defeating the 
moderate rent-control proposals in- 
troduced each year to protect small 
retail establishments. 

Residential rents, of course, are also 
up there in outer space. Except for those 
who’ve managed to retain the same rent- 
controlled apartment since the Spanish- 
American War, tenants sharing only 
half their paychecks with their landlords 
consider themselves lucky. 

I visited a $900-a-month studio com- 
plete with steel-plated door and a bath- 
tub in the kitchenette. The neighbor- 
hood is something to write home about 
only if your family wishes you were 
dead. Still, it’s considered a bargain. 
Another bargain was a $1,500 one-bed- 
room in a better neighborhood. ‘‘Sure, 
the rent eats up a big chunk of my in- 
come,’’ the tenant commented, “‘but at 
least there’s a chance I’ll live to collect a 
little bit of my social security.”’ 

Bay Area prices and rents may be 
nothing to cheer about, but in New 
York there’s a feeling of financial anar- 
chy in everyday life that I’ve never ex- 
perienced here — at least so far. The 
homeless are certainly visible in the Bay 
Area, but in New York you trip over 
them. They were camped out in their 
cardboard cartons virtually everywhere 
I went, from Gus’s Kosher Pickles on 

the Lower East Side to Zabars’ on the 
Upper West Side. 

How do New Yorkers cope with such 
craziness? For many, it’s obviously not 
easy. There are the fortunate few who 





cope inside their stretch limos with 
tinted windows. But for New Yorkers 
in the middle, the most successful cop- 
ing mechanisms appear to be cynicism 
and a gallows sense of humor. At the 
Brooklyn theater where I saw Batman, 
one of the biggest laughs followed the 
Jack Nicholson throwaway line in re- 
sponse to a speech by Gotham City’s 
version of Mayor Koch. When the 
mayor proclaimed that “‘The city isn’t 
fit for decent people to live in,”’ 
Nicholson comes back with something 
like ‘Decent people don’t want to live 
in this city.’”’ 

The general consensus in New York 
seems to be that Batman is a psycho 
who needs a good shrink and lots of 
thorazine. The Joker, on the other 
hand, was defended as someone who 
got things done — ‘‘Sort of like Donald 
Trump,” quipped one moviegoer, ‘“‘ex- 
cept he gave the people money before 
he killed them.’’ ‘‘The Joker would be 
a shoo-in for mayor,’’ another as- 
serted. ‘‘He’s funnier than Koch, and 
cuter too.”’ As to the suggestion that 
Gotham City was like New York, the 
response was: ‘‘Nah, in New York the 
Bat Signal would be on 24 hoursa day.” 

Then there are the multitude of New 
York scams. On this visit there was 
more griping than usual about short- 
changing and price-switching. And the 
media made a big deal about the theft 
and sale of the answers to the state 
Board of Regents high school chem- 
istry exam. Stealing Regents exam 
answers is nothing new, a nephew who 
was supposed to take the test informed 
me, but this year the sale of the chem- 
istry answers was so widespread it in- 
duced the New York Post to publish 
them on its front page. 

While in New York I attended a 
memorial for Abbie Hoffman. A ma- 
jor portion of the well-organized and 
moving event featured Abbie’s long- 
time friends, aging and ageless yippies 
and other assorted troublemakers of 
the ’60s, reciting their favorite Abbie 
anecdotes and one-liners. Among the 
ageless were Allen Ginsberg, who 
chanted a canticle for Abbie, and Paul 
Krassner, who announced the immi- 
nent publication of Abbie’s next book: 
“Resurrection for the Hell of It.” 

Of all the speakers, Jerry Rubin was 
the only one initially greeted without 
enthusiasm. There were even a couple 
of boos after he was introduced as one 
of Abbie’s oldest and best buddies. But 
Jerry, persevering as always, carried on 
and won over the crowd. He described 
how he first heard of Abbie. “‘A 
brother,’’ he related, ‘‘told me about 
this digger in the East Village who was 
saying everybody should burn dollar 
bills instead of draft cards.”’ 

If Abbie were there, I flashed, he’d 
have heckled: ‘‘It’s still a great idea to 
burn money, Jerry.” 

That’s it for my New York stories. 
No more IRT or real sour pickles for 
another year — it’s back to BART and 
sourdough. a

AN ‘ISLAND’ OASIS 


Tucked away in Hayes Valley, 
Geva's serves spicy and sensational Caribbean food

EVA’S, A NEW, upbeat 

Caribbean restaurant, is a 

sight for sore eyes and 

starved tastebuds. In- 

timate, hip and casual, 
Geva’s is long overdue in a city known 
for international cuisines. Island food 
in general is relatively undiscovered 
here in the Bay Area, and contem- 
porary Caribbean is almost nonexis- 
tent. Not only does this food offer 
generous rewards on its own merit, it 
will also delight and dazzle jaded 
palates tired of everything else the city 
has to offer. 

A strong Jamaican trio — two sis- 
ters, Opal and Andrea Baker, and their 
mother, Icilda Vincent — teamed up to 
create this charming lunch and dinner 
house. Tucked away in the growing 
neighborhood of Hayes Valley, the 
dining room and pleasant terrace offer 
a mildly exotic and very comfortable 
atmosphere in which to enjoy the 
wonderful food. Tropical and reggae 
music, coral-colored walls and lots of 
Caribbean knickknacks add sparkle to 
the dining experience. The friendly ser- 
vice is as refreshing and pleasant as is the 
ambience. 

We started our meal one evening 
with a bottle of J. Lohr cabernet 
sauvignon 1986 for a very reasonable 
price of $13. A basket of homemade 
rolls and herbed butter appeared short- 
ly after the wine. 

Stamp and Go ($4.95), one of my 
favorite Jamaican appetizers, turned 
out to be better than any I’ve ever had 
in the islands. Made with salt cod, these 
golden brown, plump fritters were light

and dense at the same time, just as they 
should be. Served. with a thick and 
perfectly seasoned tomato salsa, these 
fritters are a must-order! 

A cup of Pepperpot Soup ($1.75) 
was equally delicious. A rich chicken 
broth loaded with callaloo (a Carib- 
bean green), chicken and onions was 
wonderfully sour from the callaloo. I 
didn’t find the crab the menu suggested 
I would, but the soup was delightful 
just the same. 

The entrees all sound tempting, but 
the true Caribbean dishes won out the 
first time around. Spicy Jamaican 
Curry Goat ($11.50), tender meat 
literally falling off the bone in a spicy 
green curry sauce, served with rice and 
fresh sauteed snow peas and carrots, is 
indeed authentic. The rice was a bit dry, 
but this minor detail can easily be cor- 
rected. 

Jerk Chicken Breast ($10.95), anoth- 
er traditional Jamaican dish, was lean 
and satisfying. Salty and quite hot, the 
meat is rubbed with a mixture of herbs, 
spices and very hot Scotch Bonnet pep- 
pers, which infuse the meat with a 
delicious, aromatic flavor. After a 
period of marinating in this relatively 
dry mixture, the meat is grilled and 
served at room temperature. Once 
again the rice and peas were too dry, 
but the bright sauteed vegetables were 
perfect. 

The second evening at Geva’s was 
equally successful. We enjoyed a bottle 
of bone-dry Simi chenin blanc for 
$12.75, which went perfectly with the 
seafood and spicy flavors. Baby back 
ribs ($5), six plump, meaty ribs with 
sauce from heaven, are sensational. 
The deep and intense barbecue sauce, 
loaded with fresh ginger and just 
enough hot pepper to wake up your 
mouth, should be sold in gallon jugs, as 
the manager suggested. We had to have 
a side dish just to have with our rolls. 

Geva’s Salad ($3.50), a combination 
of shredded cabbage, carrots and 


tomato in a honey-lime dressing, was 
uninspired and quite small for the 
price. It lacked the flair and pizzazz of 
the other dishes we tried at Geva’s. 

Jamaican stewed peas and rice 
($10.50) was a bit overpriced, consider- 
ing the simplicity of the dish. Very 
tender red beans, chunks of corned 
meat and rice was indeed a wonderful 
combination, and carefully prepared, 
hut too skimpy. 

However, the Caribbean fish stew 
($15) was sensational. Shrimp, 
mussels, clams, scallops and chunks of 
delicate whitefish combined with 
linguine in a rich, spicy tomato sauce, 
was generous in pasta as well as 
seafood. All samples of the fish and 
shellfish were cooked to perfection, 
and the abundance of fresh garlic 
elevated this dish to pure delight. 

Desserts are homemade and are well 
chosen for this spicy Caribbean menu. 
Fresh sorbets, baked goods and a 
choice of an assortment of dessert 
wines or an espresso are an excellent 
way to end a soul-satisfying meal. The 

-coconut pone ($4), a bread pudding- 
like concoction, was rich, dense, 
luscious and very moist. 

Instead of wine you might enjoy a 
Red Stripe beer, a Jamaican import, 
Caribe beer or Tamarind cooler, all 
very refreshing and compatible with 
this spicy and robust cuisine. 

Call ahead for reservations at 
Geva’s. I think this will soon be the new 
hip place to eat. It’s lively but relaxed, 
the food wonderfully fun and different 
—allin all, aunique place.

Great Balls Of Fire 

A movie that devotes 75% to 
Jerry Lee Lewis's music and 
the rest to two years of his life 
turns out to be a pretty good 
balance. Why? Because the 
music's hot, but Jim McBride's 
movie goes to pot. It really 
begins in 1956 Tennessee with 
Dennis Quaid as the man-who- 
would-be-king-instead-of-Elvis 
trying to get a contract with 
Presley's record company, run 
by Trey Wilson. He succeeds, 
his career takes off, and in 
1957, between bubble-gum 
bubble-blowing sessions, he 
proposes to and marries his 
13-year-old second cousin, 
Winona Ryder. This causes 
shock waves in England and 
ruins his tour there, as the Brits 
send the couple back to the 
States, where Quaid's no 
longer welcome either. 
McBride manages an upbeat 
1958 ending but, considering 
the movie's comic-book look, 
that's not hard, even as it 
wastes Ryder's talents and 
wrongly uses Quaid’s. Only the 
music gives the movie its great 
balls of fire — once, literally. 
The rest never even ignites. 
(Metro, SF; Oaks, Berk.; 
Rockridge, Oak.) 


Kung Fu Master! 
Conversations about AIDS and 
condoms abound at teenage 
Charlotte Gainsbourg's outdoor 
Paris party as her 40-year-old 
mother Jane Birkin looks on. 
“Kung Fu Master’’ video-game- 
obsessed 141/2-year-old 
Mathieu Demy comes into the 
house to be sick, and at first 
Birkin's touched by his loneli- 
ness (his parents are abroad in- 
definitely). But, all too soon, 
she's inexplicably in love with 
him and, when the affair's more 
than she can handle, goes to 
her parents in England but still 
takes Demy with her. 
Gainsbourg sees them embrac- 
ing, and soon Birkin’s secret's 
a secret no longer. Unfor- 
tunately, director Agnes Varda 
tries so hard to be non- 
judgmental about her subject, 
she robs it of much-needed 
poignancy. Even the heavy 
price Birkin eventually pays is 
only flatly described, never 
seen, and the insensitive end- 
ing's unsatisfying. A pity, 
because the acting and look 
are excellent, and how ironic 
that a film made today must be 
criticized for understatement 
rather than excess. (Clay, SF.)

IN THIS CITY, opera means grand opera, which means money, money and more 
money, But in the face of that tradition, City College manages to put on operas that 
are fun, accessible and inexpensive. Two years ago it staged Kurt Weill’s The Rise and 
Fall of the City of Mahogany, a take-off on American capitalism. Last year it put ona 
perfectly delightful version of Virgil Thomson’s The Mother of Us All, dealing with 
the redoubtable Susan B. Anthony. And this year it continues the American theme, 
but with a work by two Britishers. 

Paul Bunyan, Benjamin Britten’s early opera with a libretto by W.H. Auden, was 
written in that short sunny interval between the end of the Spanish Civil War and the 
onset of World War II, when both artists were gay blades, gallivanting around Eu- 
rope, in love with jazz and American musicals. The opera premiered in New York in 
1941 but has rarely been performed since, making this the work’s Bay Area debut. 

“‘We chose Paul Bunyan for our third production,”’ says Judy Hubbel, Bay Area 
soprano and artistic director of City Summer Opera, ‘‘because it has many smaller 
parts suitable for younger singers and also because there are wonderful fantasy ele- 
ments to the story.”’ Paul Bunyan, sung by Fred Martin, never actually appears in per- 
son on stage, but his bulky presence nevertheless galvanizes the work. Hubbel sounds 
just a little wistful thinking of all the staging possibilities if money were no consider- 
ation. But judging from last year’s production, City Summer Opera does quite well 
with the resources at hand. 

Most of the singers are just at the beginning of their careers, maybe ready to go into 
the Merola Opera program in a few years. But at least two of them have already dis- 
tinguished themselves. Doug Wright, who plays Johnny Inkslinger, has just won the 
San Francisco Cabaret Competition, and Diana Fir, age 16, who will sing Fido, re- 
cently won the Art Song Competition at the San Francisco Conservatory of Music.

IF YOU HAPPEN to be strolling through Golden Gate 
Park on a lazy afternoon and see a huge dinosaur, don’t 
worry: You haven’t lost your mind or stepped into a 
Jules Verne novel. It simply means that one of the 11 
dinosaurs featured in Dinofest ’89 has gotten loose from 
the California Academy of Sciences, 

Staring up at these startlingly realistic creations of the 
Kokoro Company of Japan, it’s hard to believe these 
automated creatures aren’t the flesh and blood descen- 
dants of dinosaurs that roamed the Earth 100 million 
years ago. Although their movements are mechanical 
(slow and sluggish, and generally herky-jerky), the way 
their skin expands and contracts with every “‘breath,”’ 
you’d swear they were alive. 

Lately scientists have surmised that dinosaurs were 
probably pretty good parents. So it’s fitting to find a 
mother Maiasaura (which means good mother lizard and 
who has a head akin to a hippopotamus’s) and three of 
her offspring hovering near a nest as numerous 
maiasauralings hatch before your eyes. But lurking 
behind (on the other side of a rock curtain) this paean to 
parenthood is the infamous Tyrannosaurus rex (the 
“tyrant lizard’’ and star of innumerable sci-fi flicks. At 
40 feet long and 20 feet tall, with large claws and seven- 
inch fangs, this fellow is definitely not someone you 
would want to encounter in a dark alley. As T. Rex’s 
powerful tail swishes from side to side, be prepared to 
watch him wrench open his powerful jaws and let out an 
earth-curdling cry (which sounds like something between 
a mantra and a mating call). 

The display’s invigorating mixture of fun and facts 
makes Dinofest ’89 a delightful experience for everyone, 
young and old alike. Dinofest ’89 runs through Sept. 
10th at the California Academy of Sciences in Golden 
Gate Park. Open daily from 10 am-7 pm. 750-7145.

HE ZEALOT Jewish set- 
tlers want more of the 
West Bank. The rebelling 
Palestinians want their 
land and their sovereignty. 
The Israeli moderates want to negotiate 
a compromise. The Israeli government 
wants to avoid talking to the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. And the San 
Francisco Mime Troupe wants to ex- 
plain all of this and more to you in its 
new summer musical, Seeing Double. 

The Mime Troupe’s 27th annual 
park show is a tall order: a didactic, 
humorous tragedy about the Middle 
East. Remarkably, the popular activist 
ensemble almost pulls it off. When See- 
ing Double explores the attitudes of 
Palestinian- and Jewish-Americans 
toward Israel, it’s frisky, funny and in- 
sightful. But when the action shifts to 
the West Bank it gets as unwieldy as an 
overstuffed falafel. Not surprising, 
since Seeing Double is packed to the 
brim with the wide-ranging views of its 
ten Jewish and Palestinian co-authors. 

The story spins around that durable 
comic axis, a case of mistaken identity. 
David Goldberg, a young Jewish 
American, and Salim Razali, a young 
Palestinian-American, look exactly 
alike —a sly reminder that Jews and 
Arabs share the same Semitic gene 
pool. The opening scenes deftly estab- 
lish a comic counterpoint between the 
two characters (both engagingly played 
by Michael Sullivan). 

First we meet Salim, a first-genera- 
tion American airhead. To his parents’ 
dismay, he’d rather hang with his 
rocker pals than help in the family 





grocery: ‘‘I’m just a California boy,” 
he sings gleefully. This cheerful 
“‘dude’’ couldn’t care less about the in- 
tifada (Palestinian uprising) and he 
knows just one phrase in Arabic: ‘‘Can 
I borrow $10?’’ But when someone has 


~ to go save the family’s ancestral land on 


the West Bank, Salim gets packed off 
to do it. His father hopes the trip will 
raise the kid’s consciousness. 

If Salim heads for Israel reluctantly, 
David can’t wait to go there — much to 
the dismay of his parents. In the show’s 
punchiest comic scene, the upscale, as- 
similated Goldbergs (Sigrid 
Wurschmidt and Isa Nadil Totah) try 
to dissuade their born-again Jewish son 
from running off to Israel to join an or- 
thodox kibbutz. (They offer him a lava 
bed backpacking trip as an alternative.) 
But nothing can stop David: He thinks 
he’s on a mission from God. 

It’s no surprise when David and 
Salim board the same jet to Israel with 
identical (of course) briefcases contain- 
ing crucial (natch) documents. The 
plane crashes. The boys and the brief- 
cases get mixed up. The wrong families 
fetch them. And then the plot thickens 
to the point of cement. 

Before they’ve recovered from jet- 
lag, David and Salim get entangled with 
just about every political faction in 
Israel — and there are a lot of them. 
Salim hears the Peace Now point of 
view from liberal kibbutzniks. He hears 
the militant settlers’ perspective in an 
Arab-hating rap ditty (delivered by the 
Mime Troupe’s baddest rapper, Ed 
Holmes). David, meanwhile, gets his 
head turned around by a family of 
Palestinians. 

If that were all, dayenu — as they 
say in Hebrew, it would have been 
enough. Unfortunately, the position 
papers keep coming, and the comic fizz 
leaks out. Three different Israeli 
soldiers present three different reac- 
tions to the intifada. A rabid PLO sym- 
pathizer from Berkeley pops in to rant 
and rave. And that West Bank family 
contains a rock-throwing kid, an 
organizing daughter, an extremist un- 
cle — each laying out a different 
political program. Your ears glaze over 





after a while. 

In its good moments, and, there are 
many of them, Seeing Double helps us 
empathize with and laugh at people on 
both sides of this knotty conflict. But 
the compulsion to give every position 
equal time leaves precious little room to 
develop the interconnecting, ultimately 
tragic human drama of David and 
Salim. That’s what you come away 
remembering, and wanting more of. » 


Throughout, the Mime Troupe’s po-- 


litical stance remains consistent (and, 
some will argue, simplistic). The Pales- 
tinians are being oppressed by the 
Israeli government, the right-wing set- 
tlers are bad guys and a two-state solu- 
tion negotiated with the PLO is the 
only answer. 

Given its clear message, one assumes 
the Arab and Jewish authors of Seeing 
Double reached a political com- 
promise. Now they need a script- 
cutting summit to get rid of the ex- 
traneous characters and tighten up the 
plot. There’s a lot to build onin this show. 
The actors romp with agility through 
multiple roles, costumes, accents — 
and never let us see them sweat. Bruce 
Barthol’s Eastern-flavored score 
threaded with wailing clarinet riffs 
sounds great, especially when backing 
up the pleasing voices of actors Michael 
Sullivan, Sigrid Wurschmidt and 
Robin Karfo. Dan Chumley’s staging 
features lots of good old Mime Troupe 
physical shtick, from hora-dancing 
backup singing to an expertly mimed 
plane crash. It might not take much to 
double the impact of Seeing Double. 


HE BERKELEY Shakespeare’s 

‘Taming of the Shrew threatens 

to out-agit-prop the Mime 
Troupe. It’s not the casting of ex-Mime 
Troupe star Shabaka as Petruchio that 
makes me say that. It’s the hell-bent ef- 
forts of director Peggy Shannon to 
bend an unliberated comedy into a po- 
litically correct tract. Rewriting Shake- 
speare is nothing new. Some Victorian 
actor-managers ‘“‘improved’’ tragedies 
like Romeo and Juliet by tacking happy 
endings onto them. Bertolt Brecht free- 
ly adapted Coriolanus and Measure for 
Measure, and considered his own ver- 
sions better than the originals. And 
topical take-offs on the Bard’s most 
popular scripts were quite common in 
the early days of vaudeville. 

I’m not one of those people who gets 
huffy any time a director fools around 
with the Folio. Theater is a living, 
mutable art form — that’s one of its 
best traits. But there’s one obvious rule 
to follow: If you can’t improve on 
Shakespeare, don’t mess with him. 

Peggy Shannon goes to extreme 
lengths to make Taming of the Shrew 
the kind of play she thinks it should be: 
multi-ethnic, non-sexist, au courant, 
“metaphor in a broader social sense,”’ 
according to her program notes. She 
sets her version in a New York after- 
hours disco with eyestraining day-glo 
murals. She invents a skinhead char- 
acter who runs into the disco brand- 
ishing a club and shouting, ‘‘Niggers!’’ 
She asks us to believe that a bunch of 
actors would drop by this disco to doa 
private performance of Taming of the 
Shrew for one person. And then she 
twists the end so that the skinhead gets 
“‘tamed’’ — by playing a bit part and 
rubbing elbows with a bunch of egali- 
tarian actors. 

If you can buy this guy’s instant con- 
version, I’ve got a nice orange bridge to 
sell you. But that’s not the only prob- 
lem here. This production suffers from 
terminal ersatz hipness. It’s tricked up 
with lame rap lyrics (‘Hip hop Shake- 
speare/Rappin’ Bard’’), silly costumes 
(Petruchio arrives at his wedding in a 
macho-bashing tutu), inane asides and 
graceless pratfalling. 

This adaptation doesn’t even have 
its liberated line down. Kate (Lura 
Dolas) comes on like a right-on 
woman, rapping about “breaking 
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Dining Out

Asian awareness: Noriyuki‘Pat’ Morita and Ralph Macchio in The Karate 





THE KARATE 
ULT 


Pat Morita is far more interesting 


than his latest film

ISPLAYING HIS fun- 

niest and most serious 

sides in the course of an in- 

terview, Noriyuki ‘‘Pat’’ 

Morita is far more inter- 
esting than his new movie, The Karate 
Kid Part III, which emphasizes the 
worst aspects of the earlier, better films 
in the series — cardboard villains and 
Ralph Macchio’s whining (and largely 
successful) attempt to portray someone 
ten years his junior. 

The Berkeley-born Morita entered 
the hospital at the age of two for nine 
years of treatment for spinal tuber- 
culosis. When he emerged he was taken 
directly to Tulelake Internment Center, 
where he and his parents waited out 
World War II with tens of thousands of 
other Japanese-Americans. 

Congress recently voted reparations 
for these people, 40-some years later. 
Morita tries to keep the bitterness from 
his voice as he talks about the subject: 
“Let’s put that in perspective,’’ he 
says. ‘‘A couple of years ago the U.S. 
government voted to go on record with 
a public apology to acertain segment of 
the population called Japanese- 
Americans. Coupled with that apology 
was a certain amount of dollars, but it’s 
taking a long time for the mechanics to 
fall into place around that money. 

“At my time and station in life, I 
don’t need the money, but my brother 
is in his 70s . . . and I have an aunt 
who’s 81. They can’t be expected to live 
another 20 years to receive their $1,000 
a year, when and if it starts 
arriving. . . . A lot of people are going 
to die off before they see it. We have a 
lot of aging Nisei who could use the 
bread. 

“‘My attitude from the beginning,” 
Morita adds, ‘‘is that this money is blood 
money, paid for with the blood and 


. 


sweat of my parents and a whole 
generation of people. If the money ever 
comes in, I plan to use mine to buy a 
wall at the Japanese-American 
Museum in Los Angeles in memory of 
my parents.’’ 

Morita finished high school after the 
war, and his parents opened a Chinese 
restaurant in a black neighborhood of 
Sacramento, a subject that served him 
well during his days as a stand-up com- 
edian. Between the restaurant and the 
comedy, he worked as a data processor 
and department head at an aerospace 
firm. 

During his early days of performing 
in Bay Area saloons and clubs, Morita 
picked up the label ‘‘The Hip Nip.” “I 
didn’t give myself the name,”’ he says, 
“‘but I capitalized onit. . . . Thedrum- 
mer with the house trio would try to 
come up with new ways to introduce me 
every night, and one night he said, 
‘Here he is, straight from Tokyo, 
U.S.A., the hip Nip, Pat Morita!’ 
Some publicist picked up on it and it 
helped me establish an identity. . . . I 
haven’t used it in years.’” 

Morita moved to Los Angeles and 
began appearing regularly on televi- 
sion, on variety shows and in such 
series as The Queen and Iand Blansky’s 
Beauties before becoming the first 
Japanese-American actor to star in his 
own series. Mr. T and Tina lasted only 
five episodes, but it earned him a foot- 
note in TV history and enabled him to 
segue directly to Happy Days, where 
his role as Arnold, the drive-in owner, 
brought him widespread fame. His first 
major dramatic role was in the TV movie 
Return to Manzanar, which dealt with 
the World War II internment camps. 

Much of the last five years has been 
taken up with The Karate Kid and its 
two sequels, but Morita found time to 
star in another ABC series, Ohara, and 
another movie, Collision Course, 





which was never released because De 
Laurentiis Entertainment Group went 
bankrupt. 

“Thank God I got my money up 
front on that one,’’ Morita says. ‘‘We 
busted our asses on it, working in 
104-degree weather in Detroit and do- 
ing alot of physically murderous action 
scenes.’’ He feels sorrier for his co-star, 
Jay Leno, than for himself. ‘‘That was 
to be Jay’s kickoff movie,”’ and they 
thought they could spin off a couple of 
sequels. 

“Jay talked about suing Dino De 
Laurentiis for breach of contract, but 
what can you do when they’ve gone 
belly-up? What are you gonna sue for? 
Camera cases? You end up with 19,000 
miles of electric cable: ‘Now we need an 
electric car.’ ’’ 

Morita says he’s interested in the cur- 
rent talk about ‘‘non-traditional 
casting.’’ Until recently it meant giving 
ethnic roles to white actors — Laurence 
Olivier as Othello or Peter Sellers as 
Charlie Chan — but never the other 
way around. ‘‘Marlon Brando as Saki- 
niin Teahouse of the August Moon was 
the shittiest piece of casting I ever 
saw,’’ Morita says, ‘‘and Joel Grey, a 
dance man, playing a Korean master [in 
Remo Williams: The Adventure 
Begins], no matter how good his 
makeup was. 

“I would like to play a non-Asian 
part,’’ Morita continues, ‘‘or one in 
which ethnicity doesn’t enter into it.’’ 
When it’s suggested that he would 
make a good Tevye in Fiddler on the 
Roof, his zany side kicks in. He sings a 
few bars of “‘If I Were a Rich Man”’ in 
an impeccable Yiddish accent and laun- 
ches into a routine that’s half Fiddler 
and half vaudeville. If anything hap- 
pens to Topol, this man’s ready! 

He breaks into another routine dur- 
ing a discussion of the ages of the 
characters in The Karate Kid Part III. 
As Mr. Miyagi is older than Morita, the 
actor can keep growing into the part if 
the series continues. He jokingly 
speculates about how Miyagi will act in 
his 90s, lapsing into an ‘‘old-age’’ 
shtick: ‘*You fight him, I’m too tired.’’ 

Turning serious again, Morita points 
out, ‘Whether you’re playing older or 
younger than yourself, it’s a stretch for 
an actor. The important thing is to 
maintain the integrity of the role.”’ 

Morita’s personal integrity appears 
intact because he hasn’t let celebrity af- 
fect him. ‘‘The fame and glory only 
come in spurts,’’ he says, sounding as 
wise as Mr. Miyagi. ‘‘I try to deal with it 
the best I can. It could be gone by next 
Thursday.”’ i |

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macho tyranny with feminist educa- 
tion.’’ So why is Kate’s chaste, much- 
wooed sister Bianca (Cindy Basco) 
portrayed as a hip-twitching bimbo? 
You got me. 

Taming of the Shrew isn’t one of my 
favorite plays — and it’s obviously not 
one of Shannon’s either. Shakespeare’s 
glorification of male privilege now 
seems odious, but his comic architec- 
ture remains sound. Comedy has to 
have its own logic: You laugh at people 
because their silliness makes weird 
sense. The Bard gave his buffoon 
motivations. This re-work tosses in any 
old thing for a laugh — like having Kate 
call Petruchio a Fruit Loop. 

Some of my colleagues had a lot 
more fun with this show than I did. 
And to give credit where it’s due, I did 
enjoy Julian Smedley’s music for 
bebopping saxophones, and several 
clever bits of business (Kate using her 
Walkman to shut men out, for one). 
There were also times when Shabaka, 
Bob Devin Jones, John Bellucci, Peter 
Jacobs and Julian Lopez-Morillas re- 
minded me what good actors they can 
be, and in the right circumstances, how 
funny... . B

Tony Buba’s latest film has cult potential but critical problems 


LIGHTNING OVER BRADDOCK: A

IGHTNING OVER Brad- 

dock: A Rustbowl Fantasy, 

which debuted at this year’s 

San Francisco International 

Film Festival, operates on so 
many levels that we can only 
distinguish fact from fiction in its 
harshest realities and wildest fantasies. 
The rest is as gray as the sky over Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania and the Monon- 
gahela Valley, including the dying mill- 
town of Braddock. 

There may be 5,000 stories left in this 
poorly dressed city, and Tony Buba has 
told most of them in more than a 
decade of documentary filmmaking. 
He was born and raised in Braddock 
and returned there after college to 
make some 15 short films, mostly 
about the town and its decline. Coming 
from a liberal perspective, he en- 
courages demonstrations to keep the 
mills open. 

According to a TV news report — 
real or staged? — about the semi- 
obnoxious Buba, Lightning over Brad- 
dock deals with the fantasies of a 
Walter Mitty-type character, played by 
Sal Caru, a nonprofessional about 





whom Buba made the film Sweet Sal. 

Sal is seen in some fantasy se- 
quences, but he’s also seen cursing 
Buba, taking all the credit — ‘‘I made 
him’’ — for what success Sweet Sal en- 
joyed, and imagining himself as the 
next Stallone. 

Other, presumably real characters 
include Jimmy Roy, a failed small-busi- 
nessman, and Steve Pellegrino, who 
sings and plays accordion. We can’t 
hear Steve sing ‘‘Jumpin’ Jack Flash,”’ 
Buba explains in the film, because they 
wanted $15,000 for the rights and that’s 
three times the per capita income of the 
average Braddock resident. “‘I told them 
I didn’t want Mick Jagger to come to 
Braddock to sing it,’’ Buba says. 

The idea of a documentary film- 
maker taking the viewer into the pro- 
cess may remind you of Ross 
McElwee’s Sherman’s March, but 
Buba is more interested in politics than 
romance. He’s happy being a “‘big fish 
in a little city,” but this film is getting 
enough attention that he may be lured 
into deeper waters as a result of it. 

Lightning over Braddock has a 
tongue-in-cheek, put-on quality that 
undermines its credibility. ‘‘Gandhi 
Goes to Braddock’’ and the ‘‘ethnic 
detective story’’ are fun set pieces but 
this isn’t the story of a fun town. 

The film as a whole has cult poten- 
tial. (There’s a cameo appearance by 
Pittsburgh’s other famous filmmaker, 


George Romero.) It’s likely to win 
strong support from a few critics and 
leave most viewers scratching their 
heads and wondering why. 

On the same bill are two of Buba’s 
shorts, J. Roy: New and Used Fur- 
niture and Voices from a Steeltown. 
The former gives us a closer look at the 
positive-thinking entrepreneur who 
has, by his own admission, gone broke 
11 times but never declared bankrupt- 
cy. He’s in the process of opening a flea 
market, whose manager lovingly des- 
cribes a spittoon and other items for 
sale there. Roy sums up his philosophy 
by singing ‘‘Pennies from Heaven’’ on 
the soundtrack. Apparently the rights 
came cheaper than those to ‘‘Jumpin’ 
Jack Flash.”’ 

Voices from a Steeltown synthesizes 
the whole Braddock story into A Rust- 
bowl Reality. Photographed in rusty 
color and starting with the announce- 
ment of 1,000 layoffs as the steel mill 
ceases production, it traces the history 
of Braddock through headlines and the 
memories of its residents. Some kids 
take us through what used to be the 
high school, and a librarian shows us 
the former library, which also housed a 
swimming pool and music hall. With 
this example of what Buba can do, it’s 
no wonder he was given the money to 
squander on a feature-length version. 
He should have quit while he was 
ahead. |

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Lethal Weapon 2 

Double your lethal, double your 
fun, is Richard Donner’s 
decimating message as his 
doesn't-even-wait-for-the- 
credits movie erupts im- 
mediately in an orgy of 
ferocious fender-bending, scin- 
tillating stunts and cute quips. 
Detectives act-now-think-later 
Mel Gibson and by-the-book 
Danny Glover are hot on the 
trail of a major drug syndicate 


headed by South African 
diplomat Joss Ackland. They 
also have to provide protective 
custody for small, scene- 
stealing accountant Joe Pesci 
who's laundered half a billion 
dollars in drug money for — 
guess who? There are bombs 
in the bidet, audience-applause- 
winning ‘‘accidents,” appalling 
apartheid, a cache of Kruger- 
rands, horrifying harassment, 
mayhem, murder and Gibson 
falling for Ackland's secretary 
Patsy Kensit, before Donner 
strikes several false notes and 
his movie goes over the sensa- 
tional top, turning ugly instead 
of exciting. Still, as sequels go, 
this one really does, whether the 


weapon's lethal, or occasionally 
just disarming. (Alexandria, SF; 
UA, Berk.; Rockridge, Oakl.) 


Weekend At Bernie’s 
You'd think N.Y. insurance ex- 
ecutive Terry Kiser, who. makes 
conspicuous consumption look 
consumptive, would be glad 
when young employees Andrew 
McCarthy and Jonathan 
Silverman uncover an elaborate 
company fraud and embezzle- 
ment scheme. He does invite 
them to his fabulous Hamptons- 
on-Long-Island Frank Lloyd 
Wrong beach house for the 
weekend, but since he’s the 
embezzler, he arranges for the 


Mafia to rub them out. Instead, 
it's Kiser who gets the eraser 
(and not in the head, either), and 
when the young men discover 
they're next, it behooves them 
to keep all the other house- 
guests thinking Kiser's alive, and 
that’s what Tod Kotcheff's film’s 
mostly about. Its mistake is in 
trying for self-described Euro- 
pean high-style farce as well as 
knockabout American humor, 
because neither McCarthy nor 
Silverman are good at the latter, 
and the former's non-existent, 
making the omnipresent corpus 
delicti a tastelessly stiff embar- 
rassment. TV sitcom devotees, 
however, may love it. (Galaxy, 
SF; UA, Berk.; Century, Oakl.) i

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Kitty Margolis, Live at the Jazz 
Workshop in San Francisco 
(Mad-Kat) 
One of San Francisco's most vivacious 
jazz entertainers, Kitty Margolis was 
wise to choose a live setting for her 
debut recording. While other singers 
might have opted for the studio 
perfection of multiple tracks and 
corrective overdubs, Margolis takes the 
brave route and presents herself just as 
she is in person. Cleanly recorded a year 
ago at the Broadway nightspot by Bud 
Spangler, Ron Davis and Jesse Varela, 
the album may not have the crystalline 
presence of a compulsive Wynton 
Marsalis project, but it captures the 
spontaneous feel of a very good night's 
work. Margolis is a traditionalist, singing 
seven very standard standards, from 
Cole Porter's ‘'| Concentrate On You" 
and ‘'Every Time We Say Goodbye,” 
through Duke Ellington's ‘Sophisticated 
Lady” and Miles Davis’ “All Blues,” with 
stops at Rodgers and Hart, Kern and 
Hammerstein and George and Ira 
Gershwin. Her accompaniment is 
sensitive and thoroughly swinging, 
provided by pianist Al Plank, bassist 
Scott Steed and drummer Vince 
Lateano. Uptempo numbers are her 
specialty and when Margolis takes off on 
one of her exciting scat adventures, the 
trio jumps into overdrive but never gets 
in the way. The musical surprises come 
in Margolis’ fine, full-bodied range, her 
original leaps in and around the melody 
and a few startling Leon Thomas-like 
yodels. A regular at intimate venues 
around town, including the Washington 
Square Bar & Grill, Margolis and her trio 
celebrate the album with a record re- 
lease party on July 12th at the Great 
American Music Hall. (Mad-Kat Records,

Pere Ubu, Cloudland (Polygram) 
Those who associate the words Pere 
Ubu with noisome, jazzy, art-rock punk 
will be astounded at the sound of 
Cloudland, the band’s second LP since 
its much-vaunted reunion early last year. 
Many of the songs here, notably ‘‘Why 
Go It Alone?"’ '‘Bus Called Happiness"” 
and the single ‘Waiting For Mary,’ seem 
to have magically found the hook-ridden 
tunes so noticeably lacking in recently 
released albums by commercial artists 
like 10,000 Maniacs and Chris Isaak. 
Sure, it’s a funny place for the missing 
tunes to turn up, but it’s not entirely 
unprecedented — the remake of the 
early Ubu song ‘‘Love Love Love’’ shows 
that the band has had tunes, albeit ones 
obscured by arty textures and croak- 
iness, all along — nor is it a bad thing. 
Those of us who were kinda bored by 
Pere's jazzy rhythms and sound effects 
can now be charmed by the coloring they 
give to the catchy songs on “Cloudland.” 
Thomas's voice takes some getting 
used to — he's the man who inspired all 
those croaky, deadpan new-wave voices 
like David Byrne's and Devo's — but 
overall it seems as if Ubu's managed to 
integrate its artiness with rock'n'roll to the 
point where it now blends seamlessly into

Cold Sweat Plays J.B. 
(JMT Import) 
With the hardest-working man in show 
business temporarily out of work, a 
posse of New.York jazz musicians, led 
by trombonist Craig Harris, have made 
themselves keepers of the famous 
flames. If you think about it too hard, the 
godfather's soul without those violently 
pleading vocals and singular rhythmic 
trances is almost unthinkable. But if 
these rather heady interlopers avoid the 
sex machinations in favor of post-funk 
jazz arrangements and expressive 
individual solos, they prove that there is 
actually more to James than the groove. 
Check out guest Arthur Blythe's alto on 
“Give It Up Or Turnit A Loose” and a 
mournful, almost apologetic ‘It's A 
Man's World.” Trying to top Harris's wild, 
slippery brays on ‘Brown's Dance,” and 
finding the soul of J.B. himself on “Cold 
Sweat,"’ David Murray wails like a man 
possessed (or locked up). You can 
almost see the valet coming out from the 
wings to drape a cape around the tenor 
saxophonist's weary shoulders. The 
band — including trumpeter Eddie E.J. 
Allen, saxists Booker T. Williams and 
Kenny Rogers, keyboardist Clyde Criner, 
guitarists Fred Wells and Brandon Ross, 
bassist Alonzo Gardner, percussionist 
Kweyao Agyapon and drummer Damon 
Mendes — doesn't slam as mercilessly 
as a Brown unit, but it certainly grasps 
the beat and knows how to turn up the 
heat, moving convincingly from relent- 
less drive to explosive cacophony. Some- 
one send this to Soul Brother Number 
One in the slammer — if he can’t finda 
file, maybe he can melt the bars with 
Cold Sweat.

The Tom Tom Club is bass heavy 
but still lightweight

HE FIRST time I ever saw 

Tina Weymouth, in Sep- 

tember, 1978, she was 

wearing a pale blue T-shirt, 

peg-leg black jeans and a 
babyish bowl-face haircut. She was 
standing stock-still and frowning with 
concentration, but I couldn’t take my 
eyes off her, having never seen a girl 
playing bass in a rock band before. 
Midway through the Tom Tom Club’s 
set last week at the Fillmore, about the 
time when the now-hyperactive 
Weymouth, dressed in black micro- 
mini and silk top, pulled off one of her 
nylon lace elbow gloves and playfully 
put it over her face, I thought of that 
early, inhibited incarnation. And just 
then, to reiterate my thoughts, a young 
woman jumped on stage and planted a 
big kiss smack on Weymouth’s lips. 
Weymouth paused. ‘‘Wow,”’ she said. 
“When good-looking girls jump on 
stage, you know you’re doing some- 
thing right.”’ 

It’s good that Weymouth herself 
recognizes that fact, because there’s 
nothing more annoying than female 
role models who reject their roles, in- 
sisting to the winds that they’re no dif- 
ferent from all the other male doc- 
tors, lawyers and bass players. Twelve 
years after Talking Heads ’77 busted up 
numerous preconceptions about 
rock’n’roll, Tina Weymouth is still one 
of a tiny handful of female rock’n’roll in- 
strumentalists in mainstream bands. 
(I’m not talking about all-girl bands 
here, nor am I referring to acoustic 





guitar-playing singer-songwriters). It’s 
a horrendous percentage, but she, 
Chrissie Hynde (who is primarily a sing- 
er-songwriter) and Sheila E. (who per- 
forms in her underpants) are still the only 
women who have reached mass accep- 
tance as integral band members of mul- 
ti-gender, multi-platinum rock bands. 
For those who’ve forgotten or may 
never have known, when not fronting 
the Tom Tom Club, Weymouth and her 
husband, drummer Chris Frantz, make 
up the rhythm section of the Talking 
Heads. Weymouth clearly knows the 
value of her own presence in the music 
scene, and it’s important to remember: 
Whether or not you like the Tom Tom 
"Club, Weymouth and husband Chris 
Frantz’s dance-happy vehicle for 
musical expression, there is just no 
question that she is a ground-breaking 
role model for the women of today. 
You can’t look at her on stage, bopping 
along assuredly right, left and center 
and single-handedly powering along an 
incredibly bass-heavy dance band, 
without thinking about the significance 
of her achievement. Yes, Weymouth 
really has done something right. 
Which is not to say, however, that 
the Tom Tom Club is a great and mean- 
ingful musical outfit. Given just how 
prominent Weymouth is in the scheme 
of things in general, it’s unfortunate 
that the Tom Tom Club is a silly and 
meaningless addition to the rock 
world, albeit one with chops. And, in 
the grand tradition of silly and mean- 
ingless dance bands, the Tom Tom 
Club’s performance at the Fillmore — 
one of two mid-week, near-capacity 
gigs — was as featherweight as their 
music, only a tad more stimulating than 
a particularly strenuous aerobics class. 


And like an aerobics class, it was ex- 
actly one hour long without encores. It 
drew largely from its latest LP, Boom 
Boom Chi Boom, with a couple of ad- 
ditions from 1981’s self-titled debut — 
the one that generated the hits, 
“Genius of Love’’ and ‘‘Wordy Rap- 
pinghood.”’ (For some reason, the 
band all but ignored 1983’s follow-up 
LP Close To The Bone, excluding even 
its minor hit ‘‘Pleasure of Love.”’ As is 
the case with most bands, the earlier 
work, now seven years old, is much 
more distinctive than its later product.) 

The encores consisted of the band’s 
two covers, Lou Reed’s ‘“‘Femme 
Fatale” from the new LP and the 
Drifters’ ‘‘Under the Boardwalk’’ 
from the first one, and wound up witha 
frenetic cover of the Talking Heads’ 
“Psycho Killer,’’ with Weymouth do- 
ing a passable David Byrne imitation 
on vocals. The song was done probably 
as close as possible to the way the Heads 
would do it if they played live anymore. 
Judging froma cryptic quote from Frantz 
in a recent issue of Spy, the Heads aren’t 
considering touring in the near future, so 
certainly if anyone has a right to pull it 
out of a hat, the Tom Tom Club does. 

By the same reasoning, however, I 
guess they also have the right to draw 
on the entire T. Heads catalog for in- 
spiration. They certainly wouldn’t be 
the first band to do so, nor would they 
be the worst. So, like the Talking 
Heads, the Tom Tom Club draws on 
various ethnic dance rhythms to jazzup 
what is actually quite basic dance 
music: Caribbean, African and a cer- 
tain type of beat, perfected by the 
Heads, that could just be called generic 
New Wave. Listening to the rumbling 
bass that permeates the Heads song 
“Once In A Lifetime’’ off Remain In 
Light (most of the Tom Tom Club’s 
new material mimics Light-era Heads) 
on the song ‘‘Call of the Wild”’ is 
disconcerting, because, even though 
it’s the same two people playing the 
same distinctive rhythm, it’s just plain 
not as good, and that’s disappointing. 

Perhaps this is because, as good as 
they are as musicians, Weymouth and 
Frantz are not compelling front peo- 
ple — particularly Frantz, who comes 
off like a cheap talk-show host in his 
introductions. And Weymouth, 
though likable, only has presence 
while she’s playing her bass. When she 
stops, she becomes weightless: a 
strange blonde blank. 

The rest of the band, dressed initially 
in baggy, black art-school coats and 
later on in art-school nightclub wear, 
was precision-tight, but undistinctive. 
They were, however, (like Frantz and 
Weymouth) an exact sociological 
replica of the members of the audience: 
well-educated, upper-middle-class art 
students or potential art students. The 
walking-shorts crowd. Certainly 
there’s an appeal in that, and the Tom 
Tom Club is smart enough to exploit it 
in all the right ways. Its music, for in- 
stance, though lightweight, isn’t 
stupid, like most dance music: This isn’t 
Book of Love we’re talking about here. 
It doesn’t overuse synthesizers; it under- 
stands the visual appeal of live music and 
draws on really hip genres like rap, hip 
hop, house and so on. It’s just that it 
takes those genres and then waters them 
down for mainstream consumption. 

Perhaps, however, that’s necessary 
under the circumstances. The Tom Tom 
Club is not, after all, the be-all and end- 
all of its founders’ existence. It’s a side 
project, and it sounds like it. The real 
surprise is that it has as much pep as it 
does and that Weymouth and Frantz 
like to envision themselves as a kind of 
avant-garde Frankie and Annette, or, 
given the corny jokes Frantz seemed in- 
clined to utter, maybe Johnny and June 
Carter Cash would be a better com- 
parison. All things considered, I’d 
rather join the Tom Tom Club than the 
Escape Club, or even Club Nouveau, 
but only if the membership is on special: 
After all is said and done, it’s only a poor 
man’s Talking Heads. B

La Marseillaise 


Renoir subtitled his 1938 film “A 
Chronicle of Events Leading to 
the Fall of the Monarchy.” 
Blending his natural humanism 
with an epic style and the spirit 
of communism that was in vogue 
at the time, Renoir tries to 
balance stories of the royals, the 
aristocrats and the people. It 
begins after the fall of the 
Bastille in 1789 and follows an 
army of 500 volunteers from 
Marseilles to Paris in 1792. The 
storming of the Tuileries is por- 
trayed as relatively bloodless: 
“Revolutionaries should prefer 
words to battle,” an officer 
preaches. Otherwise it’s prob- 
ably a truer picture of the French 
Revolution than you’ll get from 
the gratingly loud and argumen- 
tative Danton or the more fan- 
ciful and peripheral La Nuit de 
Varennes. Truffaut to the con- 
trary, La Marseillaise is no “‘mas- 
terpiece,” but it’s a sublimely 
agreeable way to study the 
history we celebrate this week.

hard to find in today’s theater, and this recent 
off-Broadway hit by Terrence McNally should 
fill the bill for a lot of people: it’s a love story 
for the battle-scarred.
